CHAPTER I. 

Battle of Leipsic-'^Final Retreat of Napokon and 
his Army upon Erfurt. 

O N the 8th of October Napoleon went by way of 
Oschatz to Wurzen, and, on the 9th, to Eilen- 
bourg. Smee the passage of the Elbe, the ca- 
valry under the orders of General Latour Maa- 
bourg, had taken the direction of Leipsic, jointly 
with the army of the King of Naples, by making 
several zigzag marches. Having arrived in the 
. neighbourhood of Duben, it took a share in the 
engagement with Prince Blticher ; afterwards re- 
tired towards Eilenbourg, where the 7th corps 
d'armie was posted, commanded by General 
Regnier. This, together with all the French 
corps, which acted in concert with him, was 
obliged^ after the battle of Dennewitz, to with- 
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draw behind the Elbe; and, in the sequel, as 
far as the Mulde, where it would have been im- 
possible for it much longer to make head against- 
Blucher. 

Napoleon endeavoured to re-animate the cou- 
rage of his troops by an harangue. He told them, 
" that he was aware how many reverses the 7th 
corps d'armie had experienced ; that he was come 
to repair those misfortunes, by putting himself at 
their head, in order to repulse the enemy beydnd 
the Elbe; that the project of the Prussianiiwas 
to seize on Saxony, but that he wotrtd 8ttU"pSx>. 
tect it in concert with the King, hift iaithful ally'j' 
that every one was -at liberty to quit th* service; 
who was no longer inclined to further his cauto, 
aAd that the superior officers should express hi» 
sentiments to all who were at too-great a distance 
to heaarhiin,, §rc. #-c." 

This discourse was without effect. It in?a»^ 
longer than those whicJi the ^(^ers had bctei 
accustomed to hear on like occasions; he ^pto- 
touaced it in a drawling maimer, correctin^himtw 
sfelf by repetitions. He was no k)flger recc^- 
aized in this tone ; in it was perceived the con- 
straint of an unfortunate ;9ituatioti, to which hie^ 
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was a stranger, md i«rbich obliged him to lavish 
vain worjds. To add to his misfortmi^, biis ora- 
tJkm vms translated, by tfa^ grand equeny, Cau- 
fincourt, into worse German than ordinary, to 
all the genefals and officers of that nation, drawn 
Hp in front of their fospective regiments. The 
Saxon troops,^ who knew the sad situation of their 
corps, and the calamitieB which bore upon their 
country, were now fcut little disposed to fight 
with energy for (fa» interests ef Napoleon, Hieir. 
illM^ had aktady begun to appear in the most 
decided mannw; 'ihe' prerogatives ' which the 
French doiily arrogated te themselves, on every 
fnarch, aupptied new lael for general indig*^ 
na^n. ^e 'Stiieteirt. di^i^ipline had hitherto 
^pt tbis body ^united to tlie French ; but so many 
<^oumst$ujK20s, which did violence to thdlr self-love, 
and the seducing prospectofcontributingtodeliver 
Germany Iro^i the French yoke, determined 
ti^essi, nine days later, to quit the ranks of the 
French anpy, during the battle of Leipsic, and 
to- join the Allied Powens. 

The French troops of the ?& corps were «lso

istrations on the right bank* Napoleon testified 
some surprise, on learning that the army of the 
Prince Royal of Sweden had put itself in motion 
beyond the Mulde> below Dessau^ firom Radegast, 
towards At:^he& upon the Elbe ; he conceived that 
the object of this march was to cover Berlin* Ati 
attack on that side, which was defenceless, doubt*- 
less. would have sptead terror and.confusion for the 
moment in Berlin, but could not, however, have 
produiied any result fof the preservation of the 
French army. Napoleon would have removed 
too far from the army of the King of Naples^ 
which kept retiring upon Leipsic, and have 
left it at the discretion of the principal argiy 
of the Allies. There was as much difficulty to

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reach Hamburg from Berlin, unless those consider** 
able garrisons ha4 been withdrawn which occupied 
the places bordering upon the Elbe, the communi- 
cation wkh these was continually cut off byaswarm 
of the enemy's troops.

JDuring these 
three days he had driren the enemy ^ from the 
gs^und situated between the Mulde and the 
Elbe, from Torgau, beyond Dessau, and had 
pushed some light |;roops forward on the right 
bank of the Elbe, who might probably create some 
uneasjpess, with respect to Berlin. In the sequ^ 
of these x>peratxoas all the troops^ marched incest 
santly through the little town of Duben, which had 
already suffered much in the preceding engage- 
m^nts that it )md witnessed.

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While these affairs were passing near Liebert* 
wolkwitz and Wachau, Napoleon had stopped in 
the open country, to the left of the great road 
leading from Eilenbourg and Wurzen. 

From the thunder of the artillery, and the reports 
which reached him, he made arrangements, as well 
as he could, for the grand catastrophe which was 
about to take place at Leipsic, the centre of con- 
tinental commerce: His breakfast was bronjg^t, 
and while he was dreaming of new schemes upon 
the map, the King of Saxony arrived with his 
wife and daughter, followed by some carriages. 
The King mounted his horse. Napoleon went om 
ibot to the queen's carriage, and perhaps sakl 
something to remove her fears concerning the 
jipise of the cannon, which was heard close Bt 
hand. Such an assurance could but iaorewe her 
alarm, since it pn^ceeded from the mouth of a mail 
against whom all the world were waging hostili* 
ties, in the bosom of a country so pacific. 

The royal family entered the city, and Napo^

The Ist, commanded primarily ^by Van* 
damme, a»d afterwards by Count Loban, as well as 
the Utibl, under the carders of Marshal Goai^onSt. 
Cyr, remained behind for th'edefe^iiceoy Dresden, 
It excited much surprise, that Napoleon 'lihbuia 
have fconoentrated his forces fti so dfisadvan- 
ttigfedu^ a position, and that be -should have iac- 
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cepted a decisive battle on the eastern side of tfce 
plains of Leipsic, having in his rear the city and 
marshy grounds, divided by numerous canals, 
oyer which there Were but few bridges. In case 
of a reverse he plunged himself in the midst of a 
thousand difficulties, there being several roads 
for entering the city, and but one for leaving it. 
But let it be considered, that the choice of the 
field of battle was no longer his, and that the 
skill of the Allies had forced him to take up that 
position. If he had placed himself beyond the 
Parthe, the Elster^ the Pleiss, and the Luppe^ 
he would have found himself in the midst of im* 
mense plains, where the enemy's cavalry might 
annoy his army, by surrounding it. In this case 
he must have abandoned Leipsic, a city on which 
he set so much value, especially since it had be* 
come the asylum of the Sovereign. It is well 
known that his obstinacy would not aUow him 
to yield an inch of ground without being forced ; 
and; in this case, he would have been obliged to 
abandon the whole province, and retreat behind 
the Saale. 

It is true, that he might have secured his re- 
treat, by establishing bridges, and taking all th« 
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< preeautionary measures to which he had been 
aocustomed during this war; but it may be sup- 
posed that he deceived himself, that he thought 
tiU the last ^* every thing to be possible;" that 
}i|s retreat would be more easy in passing through 
^a city> watered by so many rivers, and that he 
would be very secure ih it, by means of his in- 
fiHtry. I cannot, indeed, be persuaded, that 
Napoleon would have accepted a battle on ttie 
e^t0rii side. of Leipsic, had he been apprized of 
t^ armies which threatened the rear of his posi- 
tion, «On the night of Uie 15th of October, he was 
mA aware if the enemy would advance from the 
iide jof Mersebourg, or what were his numbers; 
neither didhe know whether there were consider- 
able masses on that side, or only light troops. He 
was in the greatest embarrassment. At the same 
time he was not informed of the march of the armies 
commanded by General Benningsen until it wa^ 
too latfe to fcmn any other plan. Finally, the foU 
lowing particukrs will be sufficient to shew, that 
Napoleon w<Mild not have fought on the 18th of 
October, if the choice had been in his power. 

On the I6th of October, early in the morning, 
herei^aired tOithe positioq^ which he had visited 
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on the precedintg day. The King of Naples 
received him on the *me heights near Liebert- 
wolkwitz. Napoleon, having alighted^ observed 
foir some moments with the little opera-glass which 
he always had with him, the manner in which the 
enemy's columns drawn up for the attack were 
formed, and towards which the King of Naples had 
excited his atten^on. The horses were brought, 
: Napoleon with Ifis suite slowly withdrew from 
*ithe hill, and atlhi.|{ Instant (nine o'clock by my 
-watch) three gund, fired at ^regular intervals, an- 
jiSOttnced on the side of the AUiefl; tlie beginning of 
the battle. The balls flew over the S^peror's 
,smte, and occasioned the regiments pf cuirassiers 
in the rear and the imperial guard some loss. A 
cannonade of unexampled fury was heard on both 
'Sides all along the line, and continued for five hours 
without intermission, in such a manner that the 
earth literally shook. The veteran French 
soldiers affirmed that they never had witnessed 
so concfiatrated a fire* From the beginning of 
the actipn the Russians and Austrians attacked 
with courage and ardour, imder the orders of 
Klenau, Kleist and Prince Eugene de Wurtem- 
berg; they took possession of Liebertwolkwitz, 
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Wachau, and Markkleeberg, and made the whole 
French line draw back. Napoleon found him- 
self obliged to retire a little with his guard^ and 
several soldiers who were near him fell victims 
to the dreadful shower of b^llets. The greatest 
coolness and tranquillity reigned as far as his 
influence could extend. A little ground had been 
lost; Marshal Victor's corps dtarmie had .been 
obliged to yield to the^ttacks of Klenau, and to 
abandon to the latter for the moment Liebert* 
wolkwitz. But the Duke of Tarentum, Macdo** 
oald, advanced at the same time/ coming from 
Holzhausen, and marched directly towards 
the Swedish redoubt, one of the principal 
points of the position. Napoleon directed^ 
through the medium of his adjutants, the fire 
of the artillery placed on the heights of Liebertr 
wolkwitz, and these villages were re-taken. 

The artillery thundered in the centre, and tha 
fire of musketry was continually kept up on the 
two wings. Two French columns advanced from 
Wajchau, towards Gossa and Crcebem, but they 
met with such resistance that they were obliged 
to retire. About three o'clock Macdonald advanc-

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ed from the extremity of the left wing; to the 
place whence, according to the order of battle on 
the preceding day, near Zuckelhausen, in form of 
a hook, the enemy's position had been observed. 
This general caused the Swedish redoubt to be 
caifried at the point of the bayonet. This was 
doubtless, a decided advantage. Napoleon ap- 
peared serene and contented ; he had already in- 
formed the King of Saxony, " that the battle had 
*^ begun, at the moment when the enemy was 
"about to debouch ; that we had made 2,000 
" prisoners; that the cannonade was continued 
" because appfeatances were favourable." When 
the redoubt was in his power, he again sent 
to the King, to inform him " that all was going 
'' on well ;* that we had taken some villages and 
" heights." A short time after he added, " Let 
" the bells in the city anditsenvirons be rung, in 
" order to acquaint the whole army with our 
" success." 

Napoleon was still in rear of the centre, near 
Meusdorf- At that moment, he caused fifty pieces 
of cannon, belonging to the reserve artillery of 
the young guard, to advance towards the first 
line, on the right of liebertwolkwitz, where the 
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King of Naples commanded. This artillery, which, 
according to the affirmaticm of the French, had 
struck the decisive blow in all the preceding 
battles, once more ishook the ground ; the enemy's 
return to this fire appeared to become weaker and 
weaker. Then Napoleon repaired to that com*, 
manding point, whence he perceived the enemy's 
lines drawn up in the best order and immoveable 
composure. The right wing of the enemy rested 
on the wood of the university, and the left on the 
causeway of Boma, behind Wachau. The French 
lines extended, on that side, from liebertwolkwitz 
to Markkleeberg. On a sudden a furious attack 
commenced on the last-mentioned village, upon 
the right flank. It was so warm, and was^carried on 
in the midst of such dreadful cries, that Napoleon 
was struck with it, and again retired some hun- 
dred paces, to the place where the old guard was 
posted, which was obliged to make a manoeuvre, in 
order to form large squares, their front turned 
towards Markkleeberg. Prince Poniatowsky sus- 
tained the attack with firmness; Napoleon resum- 
ed his tranquillity ; he was informed of the cap- 
ture of many Austrian prisoners of the Somariva 
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jegiment of body guardn, which had been suir- 
tounded in that afiair. 

In the mean time^ the struggle still continued 
round the ^village of Markkleeberg ; the attacks 
on that side were perpetually renewed* It became 

. necessary to . sevA considerable reinforcements 
thither, in order to retain possession of the village. 
At night-fell, after a most tremendous fire of nine 
hours, the extreme left of the French army rested> 

• as it had done sDnje-honrs ^fore, on the Swedish 
redoubt, the centre on the height near Wachau, 
and the right wing at Markkleeberg. The posi- 
tion of the Allies was almost parallel to that of 
:the Fiiench, except that the centre of the former, 
placed in front of Guldengossa, seemed rather to 
form a saliant angle. The King of Naples passed 
the mght at Wachau ; Napoleon established his 
bivouac in a dried up fish*pond, near the old tile 
manufactory^ at a short distance from the road 
leading to Rochlitz ; ^s usual, his five tents were 
pitched on that spot, and the guard encamped 
round him. Before he had chosen this situation, 
-General Meerfeld, who had just been made pri- 
soner^ was brought before him. Napoleon con- 
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versed with him for sotiie time in the most affable 
mamier. In the night, this same general was 
called by the Emperor, who despatched him on a 
mission to the Austrian head-quarters, whence he 
returned on the following morning. Napoleon 
passed a very uneasy night. Nansputy and otfaef 
generals were called while he was in bed. The 
artillery continued to fire from time to time, till 
an advanced period of the night, upon the right 
wing ; and it was uncertain if other attacks had 
not taken place in the neighbourhood of Markklee* 
berg. All were waiting in the greatest anxiety, 
whidi was still augmented by the want of news 
from the side of Leipsic. Eutritzsch, and Schcen- 
feld^ where Marshal Marmont^s corps was, had 
already been assailed, and a renewal of the attack 
was expected on the following day. Some infer- 
maticm had been received concerning the army of 
the Crown Prince of Sweden ; nevertheless, in spite 
of such unfavourable prospects, Napoleon could not 
resolve to quit the field of battle in the engage^ 
ment of the 17th of October. He looked upon 
the battle of the l6th as gained ; and, indeed, the 
French might call themselves victorious on Mar- 
shal Mapdonald'p side; if;» in order to4)e so, it was 
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sufficient to have advanced a wing of the anny 
for the space of half a league^ and to have pur- 
chased the advantage of maintaining their first 
position by a loss of artillery and men, equal to 
that of the enemy, and probably greater. But he 
had caused his pretended triumph to be celebrated 
by the ringing of bells, and all possible demon- 
strations of joy. Greater results appeared, there- 
fore, justly to be expected, in spite of the insure 
mountable obstacles vjrhidi he encountered in his 
position, and the peculiarities of the country ; for, 
by advancing only a few leagues, he would have 
drawn swarmsof enemies upon his rear. If, on the 
day subsequent to the battle, he had abandoned 
the scene of his imaginary victory, every one would 
have said he was beaten. To advance was not 
less difficult. Ammunition began to fail, and the 
troops experienced a dearth of provisions, which, 
with the exception of a few potatoes, became 
every day scarcer in the country occupied by the 
enemy. By advancing. Napoleon would have 
exposed Leipsic, which might have been taken and 
spoiled. 

Oft Sunday, therefore, the 17th of October, he 
obstinately determined not to quit his position. 
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lest he should appear to be conquered. It was 
sufficient that he remained master of the field of 
battle during a whole day, to justify a retreat in 
the eyes of his nation and army ; that retreat might 
be attributed, in the sequel, to some plausible 
motive. All the dispositions and preparations at 
head-quarters, indicated the Emperor's intentions 
to retreat *. 

The King of Naples waited on him early in the 
morning, remained with him for a long time, 
and assured him, possibly by way of consolation, 
perhaps at the same time with truth, that the 
enemy had sustained immense loss. They were 
both very serious and pensive ; they walked for 
half an hour along the dykes. Napoleon appeared 
constantly much absorbed ; he again shut himself 

* If Napoleon entertained no other intention than to unite his 
forces, in order to parry the blow with which he was threatened, 
by the increase of the enemy's force, I do not think that the na- 
ture of the ground sufficiently favoured his views and efforts to 
secure, in the first place, the road through Weissenfels, which 
endeavour, at least, shewed that he feared he should be forced to 
retreat. It may be thought that Napoleon, by concentrating his 
forces, might, by dispositions emanating immediately from him, 
have manoeuvred with greater facility, broken the enemy's centre, 
^c. ^c. At the same time, it must not be forgotten, that the 
failure of ammunition in a battle, whidi lasted several days, 
might have become fatal. 
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up in his tent ; the King appeared on horseback 
before his troops ; towards the evening melancholy 
was seen depicted on all countenances at head- 
quarters. It was said that an unfavourable con- 
struction could not possibly be put on the retreat 
of the army, the bad weather arid many other 
vexatious circumstances, opposing evident ob- 
stacles to the operations. The rain was pouring 
down upon the wretches who were encamped ; a 
gloomy silence reigned around the bivouac of the 
Emperor ; the grand equerry inquired the time 
when the moQn would rise, in order to recommend 
the dispo^tions for the remainder of the night. 
The other persons about Buonaparte were visibly 
in consternation. An equerry of the King of 
Naples was sent to re-establish the head*quarters 
of that .prince at Zuckelhausen, where they had 
been two days before. 

All these circumstances indicated a departure, 
which actually took place on the 18th of October, 
at two o'clock in the morning. The chasseur du 
portefeuille was called, and in the space of ten mi* 
nutes set off. What was styled the inferior house- 
hold had set out for StoBtteritz since eleven o'clock. 
Napoleon got into his carriage, and calmly, but 
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with a serious countenance, quitted his bivouac. It 
was of importance to observe the point of junction 
of the two roads of Rochlitz and Grrimma ; he 
stopped his carriage for an instant, but the dark- 
ness of the n^ht prevented him from seeing 
around him. The road swarmed with troops and 
artillery on the retreat. Napoleon could hardly 
proceed. About two hundred empty diariots, 
which could not be brought off, were burnt by the 
road-side; the small quatitity of ammunition which 
was left in some blew up ; at a distance the cause 
of the explosion was unknown, consequently, they 
could not imagine what had happened. Napo- 
leon came to Reudnitz, where he alighted at Mar- 
shal Ney's quarters, at the same house which he 
himself had formerly occupied. The marshal and 
his suite were in a profound sleep. The Emperor 
remained at Reudnitz till about five o^clock, made 
the circuit of the town, and went to Lindenau, 
where General Bertrand was stationed. He ex- 
amined the bridge and the neighbourhood, where 
two days before the corps of that general had been 
attacked. Napoleon ordered Bertrand to repair to 
Weissenfels, and returned across the suburbs to 
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Stcetteritz, by the same road, sometimes on horse- 
back and sometimes in his carriage ; it was nearly 
eight o'clock, the guard had arrived in the neigh* 
bourhood. Napoleon breakfasted in a farm-house, 
but the roaring of the cannon, heard on all sides, 
which became continually louder and louder, put 
all the officers, at head-quarters, in motion. The 
heavy artillery thundered incessantly in the di- 
rection of Markkleeberg, Doelitz, and Liebert- 
wolkwitz. The Swedish tedoubt had been aban* 
doned by the French on the preceding night, and 
the King of Naples had posted himself in front of 
Probstheyde, with the corps of Victor and Au- 
gereau. At the beginning of the action he sent 
a message to Napoleon for a reinforcement, which 
became necessary, to resist the superior force 
which was advancing against him; the Allies en- 
deavoured> at the same time, to force the passage 
over the Pleiss, near D<Blitz, Loesnig, and Con- 
newitz. Napoleon repaired thither on horseback> 
and stopped near the snuff manufactory; ihete 
the grand and decisive engagement began, that 
was to tear from his brow the laurel crown of 
conquest, with which Fortune had invested it. 
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He found himself by the side of a half-ruined 
wind-willy a neighbouring object which afiforded 
but a melancholy omen. 

Then the battle became general, the Allies ad- 
vancing with still increasing courage; huge 
masses of troops penetrated on all sides, and of 
all the roads to Leipsic, that which leads to Weis- 
senfels alone was open ; since eleven o'clock the 
troops had been fighting in the neighbourhood of 
Sallerhausen, on the !Dresden road. The most 
violent attacks had been directed from Zwei- 
Naundorf, Zuckelhausen, and Liebertwolkwitz, 
against Stoetteritz .and Probstheyde; the Aus- 
trians, and afterwards the Russians, advanced 
from Wachau and Doelitz, with fresh forces, and 
fresh pieces of artillery ; the road to Pegau and 
the woods of Rosenthal were covered with the 
enemy's light troops; and the army of the Prince 
Royal of Sweden advanced from Radefeld and 
Britenfeld, towards the Eilenburg road, where 
Ney and Regnier were posted. On that side of the 
army where the Emperor was, Macdonald and 
Lauriston had the command of the left wing, 
near Probstheyde ; Victor and Augei^au w^i:e in 
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the centre, Prince Poniatowsky * commanded the 
right wing, near Doalitz ; the old guard and a 
part of the young were employed as a reinforce- 
Kbent, these bra^ve men were picked out for the 
purpose of manoeuvring. Onfi of the suburbs of 
I^ipsic was in flanpies, shells were flying into the 
city, even as far as the square, and into the very 
house occupied by the King. The villages of Schoen- 
feld, Stetteritz, Delitz, and Liebertwolkwitz, were 
on fire- The Jfog ^nd smoke would hardly allow the 
neighboring objects to be seen, but at length the 
mist dispersed, and the day b^ame clear and 
fine. Although marches and privations had over- 
whelmed the French with hunger and fatigue ; 
although they were in rags, they still fought with 
perseverance; and particularly on that part of the 
field where Napoleon was cut off on all sides, 
they had principally to struggle against the supe- 
riority of a tremendous artillery ; some thousands 
of deserters filled the city, but no open flight was 
seen. Prince Poniatowsky had the most di^- 

cult pmnt to defend, but he fully justified, by his

* This general, able as he was brave, had been appointed a 
marshal of France, by Napoleon^ on the 16th of October^ 
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boundless courage, the high confidence which the 
Emperor had reposed in him. His little corps of 
infantry, reduced to 5,000, and, at last, to 2,700 
men, performed prodigies of valour. In the ac* 
tions near Leipsic, fifteen officers of his staff were 
either killed or wounded. This courage was the 
more remarkable in the Poles, because they could 
no longer suppose that Napoleon would become 
the restorer of their nation. 

At the beginning of the battle the Emperor had 
stopped^ during an hour, on the right wing ; he 
after wards went towards Probsthey de and the fore- 
most lines, to judge with his own eyes of the state 
of things, and to re-animate the courage of thQ 
troops. He made his appearance at the moment 
when the Allies were advancing with an imposing 
force, and debouching from Zuckelhausen and 
Holzhausen, were taking possession of a part of 
Probstheyde. The led horses, the wounded, and 
every useless appendage, retired in a body. Na- 
poleon pushed on with the greatest celerity, to- 
wards the most advanced ranks, filled up the va- 
cancies with the reserve of his old guard, apd re- 
turned to his windmill, where he remained the 
greater part of the day. The brave King of 
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Naples^ the support and shield of Buonaparte, 
held firm againdt all attacks ; as often as the vil* 
lage of Probstheyde, the centre of this sangui- 
nary struggle, was. carried by the enemy, so often 
that Prince caused it to be re-captured by main 
force. On the 16th, all the points of the posi- 
tion had beea favourable to the French ; but, on 
the 17th, the Allies occupied several eminences, 
which, although of moderate height, commanded 
the field of battle. From these heights a concen- 
trated fire might be opened on the French army. 
There the enemy's artillery produced the most 
terrible effects. On that spot alone, where Na- 
poleon was, in a short time more than a. dozen 
guns were disabled, and some thousands of 
wounded sent into the city. After six or seven 
hours of a most dreadful fire, the French began 
to perceive that their ammunition failed. Buona* 
parte, perhaps, for the first time since he had 
made war, ordered that it should be spared. 

An adjutant of General Regnier had informed 
the Emperor, even before noon, that a part of the 
Saxon artillery and cavalry had passed over to the 
enemy ; about three o'clock he was apprized that 
the infantry had also quitted the French ranks. 
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But these occurrences were kept very secret, and 
those who were nearest to Napoleon alone were 
informed of them. He ordered his horse to be 
immediately brought to him ; no one knew what 
he was meditating. The attacks against Probs- 
theyde were still continued. Then Napoleon di- 
rected himself towards the left, across the fields, 
in order to reach Reudnitz, and the neighbour- 
hood of Strassenhaus on the road to Wurzen. 
There he found Ney and Regnier, whose dumb 
shew, signs, and gesticulations, pointed out that 
the enemy's lines were on the plain, between 
Paunsdorf and Schoenfeld, and shewed him too 
plainly, that fortune was betraying all their ex- 
ertions. 

Napoleon did not stop long in that place, but 
returned to the central point, the preservation of 
which was so necessary to him. A detachment 
of the old guard came, by forced marches, to 
. meet him, in order to fill up the vacancy which the 
defecticin of the Saxons had occasioned. . General 
Nansouty, in the mean time, protected, with a 
part of the cavalry belonging to >the guard, the 
weak side towards Moelkau and Strinz, on which 
a strong Hne of the enemy's cavalry had ad-

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influx of carriages, wounded, fugitives, and 
troops. 

It was night ; the muttering thunder of the ar- 
tillery ceased, some reports of musketry alone 
were heard. The earth and heavens were gra,- 
dually lighted up by the fires, which appeared t9 
issue from the bowels of the earth., Napoleon 
had already communit^ated to Prince Berthier his 
intention of retreating, who delivered the order 
to some adjutants, with his usual brevity, by the 
side of a watch-fire. Around him reigned a deep 
silence. Sorbier and Dulauloy, generals of artil- 
lery, affirmed, that the battle might have been rp- 
newed, if 30 or 40,000 fresk troops, and some hun- 
dreds of ammunition waggons, could have been 
brought up ; but the French had neither the one nor 
the other *. A bench was brought to the EJmperor, 
on which he threw himself, oppressed with sleep, 
and exhausted by the efforts of the preceding 
day. His hsuids were placed, folded negligently, 
upon his breast. At that moment, he appeared 
merely like any other man, borne down by the

weight of misfortune. The generals preserved a 
mournful silence ; and, at some distance, the re- 
port of cannon, and the noise of retreating troops, 
might be heard. At the end of a quarter of an 
fioiir Napoleon awoke, and threw an astonished 
look on the circle which surrounded him, as if he 
would have said — •* Do I really wake, or is this 
oiit a dream ?" However, he immediately reco- 

r 

vered himself, and directed, at the same moment, 
an officer to repair to the King of Saxony, to 
acquaint him with what was passing, and that he 
could not pay him a visit on that day. During . 
the whole day. Napoleon had nothing satisfactory 
to inform the King ; he was, therefore, satisfied 
with sending him, towards noon, a single mes- 
sage. Besides, the battle had drawn so near 
about the city, that the King, from the top of a 
tower, could easily observe the progress of the 
(iitferent occurrences. 

* In the sequel, Napoleon left the King at li- 
berty to follow him, or renrnki behind ; but as this 
unfortunate sovereign determined, in the hard 
^situation in which he was placed, to embrace 
"^ihe measure of staying, it remained only for Buo- 
naparte to send him word by a third person. 
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which he did, that he was at libierty \jo conclude 
a peace with hi^ enemies, on thp best conditions 
he could obtain ; but tha): he begged hiin. to take 
care of his wounded. Napolepn, afterwards, 
suffered the few Saxon troops, \yhich remaiped, 
inpluding the battalion of body guards, who did 
duty with the imperial guard, to return tp the 
King. All this took place on the 19th of Oc^ 
tober. 

A mild and temperate being can forn^ no idea 
of the furious emotions which must ^gitat^ th^ 
8|0i|l pf such a mai^ as Buonapartf^ y^k^Xi he 9^9 
tl^e edifice of his fortune and his glory cr^qblipg 
into, ruins. Napoleoi^ had already fp^nd hiff^^lf 
in critical situatipi^s ; in Egypt^ in Russia^ ^he had 
sustained reverses ; but an uns|iaken confidence 
in his genius and his good fortune, ha^ raided 
him superior to ey^ry accident. T}f^ r^sourqea 
which he still had left to repair his fortune on 
those occasions, were constantly 19 his niind, even 
at the moment wh^ th^ blow of fate assfulec}, 
h|im. The hope of astonishing the worl4, with 
new sjaccesses only accelerated the flight of his 
coAceptions fpr fresh e^terpri^e^. Till then he 
had been able to ascribe all hijs reverses to un* 
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wttal causes, to an inevitable fatality, fiut at 
tUd pelricd the French leadier wad, for the fir^t 
time in his life, beaten undet the eyes, and in the 
centre, of civilized Europe ; it became, therefore, 
more difficult than ever, to form an excuse fot hiB 
re^ffeat, and impbi^ ^ilente on a nation, who 6aw 
hteir owi4 hearths threatehed by victttrious armies. 
In a ^ord, he had just lost a decisive battle, he 
#as drawing the enfetny towards the interior of 
Ftahce ; a Aaered teitHory, t^hJch had remained 
uiitouched under its b^n governtuetit, at a tiine 
when reinforeeintotS) ot sftccouf bf ahy dei6i^if>^ 
tion, bould hardly have beeh eitpiscted iVon^ an 
exhaiisted |:teople. Could he tvtti haVe fotitfd 
e±fcuses and turns, td give a colour to tMs great 
reverite, it was not after such a day ad iMt; thai: 
he e^dld taste eo(nsolati6h ; ahd the senti&etff of 
sftefijteytii^hich wastKe>pperm<ydt of hisffeeKrig^, 
f«Mef€d his h!#ar« trouble visible. 

Bu^nftj^arte remained tmtil ei|ht <f clock at Ks 
bivoua*. His heM-quaifters #erA aft firs£ esta- 
bli^ieditl dbuaidfen^ «t tte ThunbiVg j bift, as aH 
fte' houses in the nei^hbatrfhood became very in- 
cdnvenietft, thifough the 6on»ui of the ^biitrtded, 
be eotild tiot remain there,- awd went £6 the Prtis- 
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sian hotel, in the Horse-market. How capricious is 
Fortune ! That this should be the Prussian hote 
which now received him disarmed, and that be 
should be obliged to leave it, in order to save 
himself by flight. 

Napoleon was engaged, to an advanced period 
of the night, with the Duke of Bassano, the grwid 
equerry, and Berthier. He gave orders that every 
thing should be kept prepared for departure, and 
the horses had been in readiness before two 
o'clock. The carriages, and all that related to the 
Emperor's service, were ready at Lindenau. ' 
. On the 19th of October, the retreat of Napo- 
leon from Leipsic was eflFected, between break 
of day and eleven o'clock in the forenoon; He 
was sometimes seen busily employed, sometimes 
in his morning-dress at the window ; the passage 
of the French troops through the suburbs conti- 
nued incessantly. About half-past eight, the 
report of cannon was heard on the side of the 
suburb of Grimma. Towards nine. Napoleon 
mounted his horse, and ordered his attendants to 
lead the way through the gate of Grimma, to the 
residence of the King. He alighted : the King re- 
ceived him with the accustomed etiquette, and con- 
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ducted him into his apartment^ where the Queen 
also was present. The suite remained in the ante- 
chamber. Some Saxon and Baden troops were 
drawn up in the market-square. After a conver- 
sation which lasted a long quarter of an hour, in 
which the Emperor, doubtless, assured the King 
of Ihe great concern and anxious desire which he 
entertBified of beingin asituation to afford him more 
effoctuaLafisistance, he quitted him, and the King 
aceompanied him, according to the etiquette of 
cot^rt,. to the staircase. 

From the moment that Napoleon mounted his 
hori^e/till he quitted Leipsic altogether, he appear- 
ed constantly pensive and absorbed, nay, almost 
thunderstruck ; or, perhaps, he was not able to 
turn his thoughts to any thing. 
. He proceeded towards the centre of the gate of 
Rannstadt, took the direction of the market-place, 
and, finding every thing encumbered there, owing 
to the extraordinary number of troops and car- 
riages^ he turned his horse's head towards the 
centre of the city, passed in frcmt of two gates, 
which were already barricadoed, and the church 
of St, Thomas, to reach St. Peter's-gate. There he 
looked round him for amoment, and gallopped once 
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more to his head^quarters, at the Horee-market, 
or rather along the walk, as far as the quarter of 
the €ity-schooL The attack had already bei:;ome 
very warm on that side, and tht balls were 
flyini^ about. The oorps of Poniatowski and Lati- 
riston fotmed the rear-guard, and had received 
orders to defend the suburbs from house to house. 
Napoleon witched, at firsti to set them on fire, but 
he abandoned that idea; and it would, indeed, have 
been an act of useless imscfaief. He thda returned, 
passed through St. .Peter's-gatCi and went round 
the city towards Rannstadt. He was scarcely 
able to penetrate through the incredible multitude 
of troops of nil kinds. He and his suite wete 
c^liged to make their escape tfarotigb by-ways 
from all this tumult *4 Amn^uHition Waggons, 
suttlers, gendarmes, aiTtillery, cows and shedp, 

* Napoleon had an appearance of composure on his counte- 
flAUce when he quitted Idpsic, tiding sioWly through St. J'et^r's- 
gate, but he was batiied in stireol^ a eircumstance which might 
proceed from bodily exertion and mental disturbance combined. 
He proceeded a considerable distance towards the very quarter 
whence the «iieifr3^ Was advanciiig; but, at length re<iognising 
his error, he turned about. He inquired if there were any by- 
road to Boma and Altenberg ; being answered in the negative, 
h09tdel^^ (til bbseure w«y ftrougha gaf den €6 the o^ter Ranstadt-

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women, greoadiers^ po8t-chaise8^ the sound, the 
wounded, and the dying, all crowded together, and 
pressed on in such confusion, that it was hardly 
possible to hope that the French could continue 
their march, much less be capable of defending 
themselves. 

If the enemy had penetrated at that moment to 
the spot, not a single man could have escaped ; for 
the passage through the Rannstadt*gate, through 
which the whole were to file on the road to Lin- 
denau, was so narrow, that there was hardly room 
for two foot soldiers to walk abreast by the side 
of the carriage. A bridge had been constructed 
over the Elster, near the place called tkiib/^f$i&i§tl^c^i^'/y.^^y' 
garden, but it was too slightly built. After hav- 
ing served for a very short time, it broke down* 
Thift accident augmented the embarrassment and 
sad situation of those who remained behind, and 
perh?^ps oQcasifoned the death of Prince Poaia- 
towski, who threw himself into the El8ter,to avoid 
falling into the hands of the enemy *•

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Napoleon followed very calmly the torrent of 
his flying army along the high road, as fiar as the 
back of Lindenau. There he made a halt, and 
employed several officers to point out to* the fugi- 

among nations^ The particulars of his death were thus detailed 
by his aide-de-camp : " On the memorable 19 th of October, .Y^en 
the French army began to retreat, the Prince was charged by 
Napoleon with the defence of that part tf the suburbia t)f bd'))sic 
which lies nearest the Boma road. For this j^|irp9fi^ U^ /had 
only 2,000 Polish infantry assigned him. Perceiving the French 
columns on his left flank in full retreat, ana ftie'triidg^' com- 
pletely choked up witl^ their artillery and , ^arriageci^ ino Ihait 
there was no possibility of getting over it, he drew his sabre, and 
turning to the officers who were about him, " Gentlemen,'*^ said 
he, '' it is better. to fall with honow:." <tWiflh'lflitBS6 i^dtlb he 
rushed, at the head of a few Polish cuirassiers f^c^^the.qfl^cfjFS 
surrounding him, upon the advancing columns of the Allies. He 
had been pi^viously wounded on the %4^ asid l6th;'^M on^his 
occasioi^ also received a musket-ball in his left. Bfi)[^. , ,Qe f\^v,^T- 
theless pushed forward, but found the suburbs full of the allied 
troops, who hastened up to take him prisoner, lie cut his way 
through them, received another wound, through his cross, threw 
himself into the Pleisse, and, with the assistance of his officers, 
reached the opposite bank in safety, leaving his horse behind in 
the river. Though much ei^hausted he mounted another, and 
proceeded to the Elster, which was already lined by Saxon and 
Prussian riflemen. Seeing them coming upon him on all sides, 
he plunged into the river^ ami instantly sunk, together with his 
horse. Several officers^ "Viiio threw themselves in after him, 
were likewise drowned, and others were taken on the bank or 
in the water. The body of the Prince was found on the fifth 
day (October 24th,) and taken out of the water by a fisherman. 
He was dressed in his gala-uniform, the epaulets of which were 
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lives, who caxne up in the greatest disorder, the 
various points on which their corps were to as* 
sembl^. These corp^ were, on either side of the 
roads which lead to Wei^senfels and Merseburg, 
and which cross upon this point. Buonaparte 
having succeeded in establishing some order, re* 
turtied into the windmill, towards Lindenau, and 
rema^u^d in the fir^^t story. The fire upon the 
town became continually more brisk, the whizzing 
of shells was heard, and the report of all sorts of 
fire arms. At last the heavy artillery was no 
longer heard. Eleven o'clock had passed ; some 
moments after the head-quarters pushed on to 
Markranstadt. 

, ,P.l^b;a^bly this departure. took place at the mo« 
ment when the bridge of Lindenau, which Buona- 
parte, had i^sp^cted the day before, was blown up/, 
The cifcuaQstances of this occiuTence, published

The 
d^a^Q^Pomatowski, the news ofiwiiidioan>e. the 
fojU^^vipg^ day. tp bead^quttrtets, excited the most 
lively int^ireat^ Tjie reverses of tne Idth pr<kluced 
ii^.g^Mralra very unusual depression among the 
mpst zealouat admirecs of Napoleon; Without^ 
{^^tiiig/the.end off his/hnlliant career^ or break* 
i&g opt. ii^cr) inyecttveir, it was looked* upon as^ 
p$;«i$ible tibat,at the return of tbe army; the nation » 
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heirself would be disaffected towards her chief. 
Napoleon himself did not believe he had sustained 
so great a loss at Leipsic. Perhaps, as usual, 
the truth had been concealed from him ; for it is 
well known that he was averse to hearing of a 
great loss. False reports might ♦ be made the 
means of becoming agreeable to him. He himself 
said, some days after, ** I could have saved 6,000 
" men, if I had chosen to burn the suburbs of the 
" city ; it was a right of war, but, nevertheless, 
" I would not/' 

An enormous quantity of artillery was lost at 
the battle, as well as the assault of Leipsic. The 
greater part, after that period, consisted of the 
120 pieces belonging to the old guard, which 
were completely provided with ammunition. But 
the young guard had lost the major part of theirs 
at Leipsic, and if the subsequent losses are reck- 
oned, it will be found that the French army had 
not more than 200 guns at the battle of Hanau,^ 
which was fought in order, as it were, to bid fare- 
well to Germany. How many of those 1,300 
pieces of cannon, of which the French boasted so 
much, after the armistice, did they lose ? The 
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battles of Katzbach and Culm alone cost nearly 
200j without reckoning those which were left in 
the garrisons and fortified places. 
' The fnn of Maricranstadt received the whole of 
the impetial household, and that of the Prince of 
NeUft^fel. Those who had no right to occupy a 
Jjlftce ifa the small number of disposable rooms, 
retired to a bam. The troops, soured by misfor- 
tabe, marched with a fierce and menacing air ; 
the guard indulged in every kind of excess ; the 
greater part of the soldiery was tormented by 
hmiger and want ; nearly the whole of the villages 
biMrdering on the line of march were pillaged. The 
superior officers neither could nor were inclined 
to re-establish order; they cared less about it 
thaA ever. Insubordination had attained its height; 
every one was pressed, and pressed in his turn; 
so that the march, which took place during the 
night, produced the greatest confusiT:)n. On the 
advance it is possible to march isolated, aild pre- 
cede the main body ; but on the retreat, when 
every one is obliged to follow the same road, one 
is pressed on all sides, the corps and regiments 
are no longer united-; and the disorder becomes 
general.

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Napoleon, escorted by his old guard, quitted 
Markranstadt on the 20th of October, about three 
o'clock A.M, ; he was in his carriage, surrounded 
by the troops on the march ; their redoubled ranks 
would not allow him to proceed rajwdly, md 
obliged him to stop from time to time. The ni^ 
was dark; the fugitive army waa defended by 
posts of infantry, placed at a little distance in the 
rear ; the cavalry had been sent forwaid. The 
plains between Markersdorf and Rippaeh> were 
very dangerous for him, since they afforded the 
enemy's cavalry fine opportunities to charge. On 
this account, when Napoleon arrived at the bi- 
vouac, close to I^utzen, where the French troops 
were posted to the right and left of the high 
road, he ordered a march to be beat, and a charge 
to be sounded, during the whole period of his 
stay in that place, in order to a6fovd time to the 
different detachments to continue their march. 
The guard fires were kept up ; the drums and 
trumpets were heard, sometinies on one wing, 
sometimes on the other, probably for the purpose 
of awing the enemy's cavalry ; but no important 
movement took place. 

At last, after having long waited in vain, and

aft^r the King of Naples bimself kad moimted bis 
horse, to restore order et the entrance of the 
town, where there was a dreadfid crowd, Nape* 
leon was enabled to continue his way, and to pass 
through Lutzen. That town received into her 
boaomy on his retreat, the man who, some months 
before, thought he had rendered her name illus- 
trious by a brilliant victory. The blood-staiaed 
soii of the environs of Starsiedel and Kaia, saw 
him rettrra, with an army famished, almost anni^ 
hihted, and ready to disband itself; with that 
army, the heroic exploits of which were to hare 
conducted him, at least beyond the Vistula. 

The day began to dawn ; Napoleon alighted, and 
considered, through his small telescope, the neigh- 
bouring emineiiees; and ccmtinued his way, pensive 
and silent, covered with his plain grey «urtout, and 
followed by aH his sfaffl The sight of that coun^ 
try called to mind the dreadftd extent of his fdil ; 
even his warmest advocates felt il deeply, and 
could not refrain from exclaiming, wit^ a sigh, 
" Behold that nian ! there he is, siH^has he was 
" on his retreat from Russia.*^ The train might 
have been taken for a funeral procession. Each 

£ 3 
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individual who composed it marched, leading lus 
horse in his hand. A halt took place near the ravine 
of Rippach, where Bessi^res had been kiiled on 
the 1st of May. Here Napoleon afforded himself 
some little enjoyment, by making a column of 4 or 
5,000 Austrians, who had been taken prisoi^rs in 
the late actions^ defile ^efore him*, and with whom 
he intended to fill his bulletins. 

The old guard still carried the Austrian colours, 
taken at the battle of Dresden, which were to be 
paraded on their return to France. Nevertheless, 
with the exception of the satisfaction afforded 
by the sight of these trophies, this retreat could 
afford him no agreeable reflections. At break of 
day, order, was nearly restored in the French 
army, but the^ mixture of different corps, pre- 
senting but the wreck of their former existence, 
must have painfully affectefd him. He displayed, 
it is true, much tranquillity and firmness, but he 
was, nevertheless, considerably dejected ; and he 
experienced, for the first. time in his own person,, 
the irreparable loss which he had so often occa* 

* This column was, I believe, released some days after, by 
General d'Yorck's corps, in the neighbourhood of the Un^rtrutt. . 
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sioned to others ; the spirit of the army declined ; 
the soldiers eyed him with savs^e glances, when 
they met him at a distance from the main road, 
with Ney, Augereau, add some others. The 
Poles deplored the death of their valiant chief; 
their corps was reduced, by losses and desertion, 
to 600 foot, and 1,500 horse*. Even these would 
have quitted the French army, but Napoleon had 
prevailed on diem to remain, at least, eight days 
longer with him. All the German troops had left 
him ; and, probably, at Leipsiq he was first ap«r 
prized of the defecticm of Bavaria. He spoke hx 
contemptuous terms of the conduct of die govern- 
ment, and exceedingly Mamed Marshal Wrede for 
marching against him, with the combined arihy 
of Austrians and Bavarians, without a previous 
declaration of war. " I fear not for the present," 
said Napoleon, " but the future may do me 
" wrong." He designated the defection of th^ 
Saxons by the title of treason ; but his condition 
having lowered his pride, he suffered himself to 
be informed that the ill conduct of his soldiers,

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the sailers of Saxony, had excite the hatred of 
the nation a&d ansy. 

Napoleon stopped at Weksenfeb. Bertrand 
had inarched two ^ayd before upon that point 
and towards Naiambourg, to take possession of 
the defile of Kosen upon the Saale. Beyond the 
bridge near Kosen tiie road begins^ which^ ris* 
mg by insensible degrees, leads towards heights 
^most inaccessible^ that border upon the way, 
and afford an enemy ,^ eren of infmor forx^e, the 
means of sweeping off with their artillery ev^y 
Ifaing approaching the paLat of Hassenh^misen^ 
Bertrand, who daring <^ battle of Leapt^ic had 
had to engage the Austrmn General Giulay, and 
who had retired towards P^au, having found 
Naumbourg occupied by infttntry, doubtless ima* 
gined that the defiles of Kosen were likewise in 
](H)ssession e( a still more considerable force. 
Whether it were that Napoleon looked upon it 
as too difitcult a matter to render himself master 
6f that pdbition, or that he wished to deceive the 
^letny, the army passed th^ Saale nealrWeis* 
senfels, and the Unstriitt near Freyburg. This 
movement was most probably determined by the 
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nrst of these metiveg ; for Bertrand had faced all 
the artillery and equipages to the right about, in 
order to direct them upon the road which we 
have pointed out. For the purpose of facilitating 
the passage below the old wooden bridge of 
Weissenfels, another of rafts was constructed near 
the town, behind which are hills planted with vines; 

Napoleon, on his arriyal, went to the edge of 
the river, and passed the afternoon at the fire of 
the bivouac, on an eminence near a vineyard. 
The iMvisions of his wearied troops passed over 
confusedly, filing on in haste, and presented the 
dreadful spectafcle of an army in a state of dis- 
solution. 

The report of aftillery which was heard afi^r 
off, seemed to hidicate an engagement in the 
nei^ibourhood of Muc^eln and Kosen, and 
Bertrand was thought to be fighting with the 
enpmy. 

That day Napoleon appeared quite humble, 
nay «9d *; and seemed to list^& with eondescen* 
mom ts those who spoke of the late events so 
<MsastroH6 for him> as ^ell as of the oawes 
whidi had induced Aenou fie oftep walked 
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round the watch-fire ; he listened attentively to 
the cannonade, looked at those who passed by 
with attention, and excited by his composure the 
interest of all who surrounded him. A n^ise- 
rable tent pitched near the vineyard, forming a 
single apartment, served as a dwelling for himself 
and Berthier ; all the rest bivouacked among the 
vines. Room^ forage, every thing was wanting j 
the night was cold. i 

On the 2 1st of October, at three in the mornings 
the march was continued along the Saale, on 
the road leading to Freyburg. A person, who 
is only superficially acquainted with the steep 
and mountainous environs of the Saale and the 
Unstrutt, where the clayey and heavy i soil of 
T^uringia begins, which a single day's jraincoQ*. 
verts into a swamp, must see that aretreatpur- 
si^ through oridss roads over such ground, could 
be but a dangerous measure, adopted through 
atoohite necessity. Freybiirg is built, atthe bot* 
torn' of thewatUey of the Uustrutt, surrounded by . 
high and steep hills, on one x)f which sta&ds the , 
anlient ca^le. Bad ways, confined to a namrow. 
breadth by hills covered with vines, gvdensjswd 
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houses, lead on either side to the little town of 
Freyburg. These cannot be avoided, nor do 
they admitthe column of march to be formed in 
divisions or sections. The greater part of the 
French army entered into this kind of gulf. 
They were obliged to ascend and drag all the car- 
riages up a steep hill, on the other bank, towards 
Eckartsberg. 

For at least a quarter of an hour before he 
came to the town, the Emperor could not ad- 
vance on account of the obstruction occasioned 
by troops and waggons ; he was obliged to alight 
from his cafriage, and had much ado to penetrate 
through the crowd in order to reach the place* 

The bridge had been burnt two days before by 
theAustrians; another, of a lighter description, 
had been constructed, • ccNBiposed of rafts, which 
was agitated to and fro, by the swelling of the 
Unstrutt ; the other bridge was at a quarter of a 
league farther distant, near a mill, and it was 
known that there was a third still lower down 
near Laucha. Wh^n Napoleon came up, men 
and horses, vixged either by eagerness or fear, 
pressed on to pass. 



5S CAMPAIGN IN SAXONY, 

Diftcipli&eoo longer existed, every o»e wished 
ta make sure of himself; and m Ihe mean time 
the iiisttbordina;tioQ and disorder of the army in 
its passage, excited apprehensions of the most 
imminent dagger. It was the disastrous passage 
of the Berezina, in miniatnre. 

In the m^orniiig the «un, veiled in mists, resem- 
bled a bloody globe. T£e noise of.the troops and 
tliie caimonadeof Kosen and Hassenhausen, pro- 
duced the most teriiye effect. The presence of 
llapoleoai alone was capable of restoring some 
dei^ee of order. He arrived at the bridge^ 
mider wjiich a certain num^ber, of fu^tives had 
already found their graves, whiSe famished strag* 
g^rs^were wiandering in liie neigbbQuring vine- 
yaidsi to procure some grapes^* or to piUa^^e. By 
adopting severe measures; the ^nbarrassment 
was removed as much as^ poteii^le, and to each 
division &£ artillery, infeatff^ and cavalry, a bridge 
was ass^ned; Ifapoleoa havi^ stopped at se- 
i^i^ral poinits, scnnetimes voinnteirily, sometimes 
impeded by the carowd^ remained for ashoit tjne 
at the hoause of t^ protestant mimster> and m- 
j^nrned to the very naxrow defiles aft^hich we 
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have spokeiiy and near ^me of the bridges, where 
the greatest difficulty had been experiemsed inr^ 
etraining the soldiers, who pressed forward in a 
brutal manner. In order to succeed in restcnr* 
ing order, several generals and gendarmes were 
obliged to distribute some blows with the sabre. 
The bridge not being wifde enough, and too weak* 
ly constructed, the cavalry were obliged to cross it 
two by two ; nevertheless the soldiers tfantst them- 
selves on helter-skdter, Irom right to left. At last^ 
between two and three o'clock in the aftemoo<l| 
when the whole ravine of Freyburg swarmed witii 
waggoi»s, and the cannonade in the direction of 
Hassenhausen, whaf^ Bertrand had been engaged, 
began to diminisb, NafK>)eon himself with his staff 
repaired to the right bank of the Uastnitt. He had 
not iffuch longer time to delay, for scarcely had he 
passed the bridge, directing himself on the by-road 
tspwasrds Beig Scheidun|psny'<when a troop of die 
eneiby^s taraattears appeared upon a height behind 
the mill near the second bridge, an eminence 
which the Preach hndnot occupied. These tirail- 
touts ^pitsadthmasel^esalqng the^eclivityof the 
hill^ and fired upoii the troops who were passing. 
Among the great faults that were committed 
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in' this war, must be reckoned the neglect of 
those minor means of secutity, which consist 
in posting patroles of observation. The French 
confided, in general,- lor grand operaticms, in the 
genius of Napoleon; but they never endeavoured, 
by an examination of the ground/ and an exact 
attention to ordinary duties; to remedy inad- 
vertences, which niight be placed to his account. 
Thus, in this place, whole convoys and corps^ 
d*4iirmie ]pSLBBed the ravine aad the river, without 
the neighbouring hills being occupied. S<mie mi- 
nutes after, the enemy's light in&ntry commenced 
their salute; cannon-balls were flying round the 
Emperor, and shells fell close by him. The odd 
suite and singular dress of the King of Naples, 
became a mark for the enemy's tirailleurs and 
artillery-men ; the piquet of the guard, as well 
as all the followers' of Napoleon, were conse*- 
quently obliged to disperse; — " They are firing 
on the suite!" said Gaulincourt to Napoleon, 
who, at that moment, was looking through his 
little telescope. /* Do you think so?" replied 
the latter, very calmly turning aside his trusty 
bay horse. 
The attack, by favour of the position, was very

brisk, although the enemy had not more than four 
battalions, two squadrons, and a battery of fly- 
ing artillery. Luckily for the French, they did 
not remark that there was yet another little emi- 
nence, close by the mill, and a small house be- 
longing to the vineyard ; that this hill commanded 
all the valley, yet had not been occupied by the 
French. Napoleon promptly despatched some 
pieces of: artillery, while some battalions of the 
the army, which had formed upon the right bank, 
marched to the other side of the river, and at- 
tacked the hill where the Russians or Prua-^ 
sians were posted. These battalions^ covered and 
assisted by the artillery, succeeded in dislodging 
th^ enemy; and the guard, in the mean timer 
narohed to thei opposite bank. Mftrshal Oudinat: 
still remained behind, upon the road to Weissen* 
fels, for the protection of the rear of the anny ; but 
this corps of the Allies had come from Mucheln, 
and had passed over the river. The Allies had also 
g^ed some marches on the French, by sending 
CDBpsin advance. on the cross roads; for their ca«- 
vahpy faad^ on the same d^y, occupied Weimar, 
the neighbourhood of Artem, and Buttelstadt;^ 
Gz;emitscheif's:Corps was at Sangeihausfen. Na-

poleon quitted this dwigeroiis> post, after hsmng 
convinced; himself that ^ae height was occiipied^ 
and his retreat covered. Seven years and .seven; 
days had elapsed sinee he baid made Ms saatgnuF 
nary entrance into tiie kingdom of Saxony. Near 
the spot oii which DavcHist had displayed his va<- 
kmr, Napbteon received his ferewell salute with 
cannon-shot. He went by way of Rloster Hes- 
ter, where the young guaird received him with the 
usual acclamations, as far as Eckartsberg, cross^ 
ing ravines which presented many difiiculties in 
his way. He and the King of Naples wiere in 
tery ill humour, on account of the continually 
increasing loss, and the obstacles which the bad 
ways occasioned, although the road was chosen by 
themselves. Nevertheless, Napoleon continued 
always collected and composed. 

Bertrand had scoured th^ neighbourhood of 
Hassenhausen and Eckartsiberg. I do not know 
whether his corps'arrived there by way of Kcesen 
or Freybur^. 'the French' quitted 9«Siony wife 
the same noise and tumult that' had distmguished 
their entrance into that country. The initiated' 
rout was defiling ail night before Napoleon's 
quarters, wher6 a gloomy silence reigned. 
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In the mean time the head-quarters resiained^ 
till half past eight o'clock the following morning; 
in the greatest tranquillity. According to the re* 
pOTts which Napoleon had received, respectiiog 
the march of the army through Freyburg, its 
passage had lasted till half^past five in the morn- 
ing; then the bridge was destroyed, andelevem 
pieces of cannon» and more than a hundred caxv 
rii^s, fell into the hands of the enemy. How- 
ever, from the situation of things, the dreadftd 
eonfmon, the difficulties of the passage, arifiwg 
&om the bad dispositions which had been made» 
finally, from the bad state of the roads, it may 
be calculated, that the loss tripled the estimate 
which was actually made of it. All the pieces of 
artiUery, which could not be • saved, were dc^ 
stroyed or buried, for these cross ways were not 
calculated for heavy carriages. On the following 
days; until the army had reached Erfurt, Bvonah 
parte was favoured by dry weather. Tfa« roada 
of the country are soon spoiled when it rains, but 
fine weather renders them solid and durable; 

The shortest way to reach the fortress oi 
Erfurt is throu^ Buttelstadt. The weather was 
very serene, the high road on th6 side of Wei- 
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.mikn was prdbaUy oeciapied, or infealedjtliijffiilid 
Allies. Napokon chose the fimt of' these -two 
roads, and, having travelled alterBately oip-^t^ 
aad in his carriage, escorted by/ bis g^ar^^^r- 
rived, after mid-day, at Buttelstadt; Gimew9A 
Dombroiwsky, had a long conference at thia^pj^iee 
with Buonaparte. The troops were worfif d^iwp 
by fatigue, and their discontent augiEifiaited;.ff 
proportion to their sufferings. This disc^i^ent 
vented itself in reproachful murmurs ; 4tlfey^ 
however, exerted their remaining strength -tf^ 
reach Erfurt. At Eokartsberg^ a sta|;emff|,t (^ 
the strength of the army was published, by ^ ^l^fh; 
it was still rated at 100,000, but I have gi^^| 
d^culty in thinking it amounted to that n\m-. 
ber. Napoleon removed his head-quarters • tp. 
Ollendorf, half way between Buttelstadt ^d 
Erfurt. On the jjght-band ^ide of the road, be- 
tween Buttelstadt and Oilendorf, some squadron* 
tfQoBsacks wQi^e perceived, probably. belonging to 
Czernitchef 's corps ; a body oi cavalry was sent, 
to meet the^m. It wa9 easy, to remark the embar- ^ 
ra^sment which their appearance occasionejd in^ 
Buonaparte ; and as thei^ number was concealed 
l)y, the nature of the ground, and ,the force that 
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ttOowisd them could not be eeewtaiiied, Napo- 
feleM pnoeeeded oa heneback out of the vil* 
kgtey to ef«d any confusion. 

Fumi aft thia relation the difficulty of aietreat 
may he aj^irehended, when lai^ bodies are con* 
stiamed to take the same road, and the retreating 
may has little or no cavalry to cover itself 
Ihe Cossacks qmetly observed the march of Buo- 
Dttparte and his guard ; a repast was hastily pre- 
pafed for him at Ollendorf. He perceived him* 
Siritf ptessed mi all sides, and the march was re« 
iamed at midnight On the 23rd of October, at 
hitf past two in the morning. Napoleon and his 
(itatf arrived at the gates of Erfurt, after a 
painAil march, conducted through slippery ways, 
and in the midst of a dark night. 

The ftnperor passed the 23rd and 24th of Oc- 
tober at his palace, entirely devoted to business: 
He seldom shewed himself at the window. The 
state in which the troops appeared, who passed 
before the door of the palace, the avidity with 
which they fell upon the few provisions that they 
received from the stores, was for him a subject 
of vexation. The arrival of these fieunished men^ 
in tattered clothes, excited commiseration. The

Prussian territory, and retired upon the Elbe, 
the division of Greneral Regnier, composed 
of French, Saxon, and Bavarian troops, after 
the celebrated engagement at Calisch, ap* 
proached the frontiers of Saxony. Every thing 
seemed to indicate that the French army was 
about to rest upon the Elbe, and await the rein-. 
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foreettientu which Buonaparte y^s eai»ing to^ ht 
collected and aniie4 in tl^ interior of his em^ 
pire. The anxious inhabitants of SaxcAy feared 
tiiat their fine country, whidi, till then, > had 
suffered. buMittle^from the scourge^of wj^^ ui^ht 
become the scene of new battles.

A strongs gaiv 
rison protected the walls of Magdeboarg. v^TJie 
new fortress of Torgau, alrea^ protected b^^^ood 
exterior works, and lately surrounded by pali- 
sades, Mfas, at least> strong ^oftough toi?esMt< a 
mtp tk main : it also '^eeufed the important'palh 
sage of Wittenberg ; the walls of that peace- 
ful nni^erjrily, lined ^jntii oanaof), ^^feDded<% 
anuimfroas^ariMoh, vwr^ pKpared fbrthe^pro- 
iection of the inttenchments ofthe bridge over the 
Elbe. In the interral of these forttficaticms, from 
Mdgdebourg, on eidier bank of the riyeiF^ > weiie 
placed nuin^rous bodies of troops, under tbe 
command of able generals. 

In the mean time, the advanced guard of the 
Russian arnly had approached the frontiers of 
Saxony, and towards the end of February, Colonel 
Brendel, aci^ompanied by some hundreds of 
Cossacks/ had maide an incursion into Upper

B«l 
the skvMttion of affitira was now so d]S»reiil» tlirt 
he was followed, as it> were, by all eyefc wHli 
am uneasiness, which tlie dadi proi^peet of iiie 
future: excited^ and which could aot, at the ft»t 
moEoeu^ be calmed in every toeast, by tfaehoffe 
of seeing him gmie the vessel of die state, wMi 
« steady band^ in therstorm. Hie only mem^rs 
of the royai fiunily who remamed at Dreldieii, 
wew theKing'isi aunt and the Ihinoeisiitt Mitfidie^ 
who, in the sequel, in^sted upon staying behind, t<» 
share wMli the inhabitants tlie changes, anxietiea, 
and dangers of their fortune. 

Already- ^ meiandioly scenes of war were 
presented in the city; the sick and wounded 
^i^nfc^ who had been brought back irbm Poland, 
.were, on the approach^ of the Russians^ removed 
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^ftDm 'fionn/ and traiitp(nrted'ta the interior of 
hhe country^' Every heart was agonieed at the 
isi^fr'oHIiese.ninierable wretches,* afflicted with 
-moftal feverd, tlieir limbs either firozen or half 
fhoni^^flcahtily clothed, exposed to the influence 
sftf a^'figofbus season, travelling in open or half- 
tc8itered**vefaieleB, and uttering grievous ories on 
siffi slightest jolt. Often might be seen in the 
€»Twmffds^ im a narrow bed of straw, the dying 
tsftn by:«the «de cf his happier con^anioiE, whom 
id4lttkk imd already released from his tortiients. 
jUltlifthft sight of sa m«ch misery sarely the prayer

-^#df '- The dispersion of contagious ^uvia, whicdi 
g|tve;rise to many diseases, requsrfed other pre^ 
cautions against a new calamity <i Evident symp- 
^tpis .^^f contagion and great mortality already 
£|L]^ari9d in* the countries traversed by the coii- 
jTop^crf sick, from Liiaatia. to Lpipsic-;^> lufmany 
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towns the dost aibtive medical professors fell 
victims to their zeal for their duty and huma- 
nity. But, in spite^ of the imminent danger, the 
side, who were lodged in considerable numbers 
in the new town and befoi^ the lilack gate, were 
frequently visited by a number of the inhabitants 
commiserating their afflictions ; this circumstance 
obliged the government to take measures for pre- 
venting the progress of a ocmtagion, that was to be 
apprehended even from the attentions of generous 
con^assioQ. 

Dresden had no ga(rrison, a part of a regiment 
of iniantify belonging to ibe guards had been sent 
to the foiftress of £o&nig«teiii, whither some 
tteasurds of the. eourt, some >pfiblic chests, and 
the most valuable j>ictures of t&e gallery had 
^been conveyec|. The reat of the regiment had 
aceompeiiiied the King to Plauen. The pupils in 
4he ai^KiUery-tehool had been removed to Torgau, 
ritiid all the 'Saxon military force ^till remaining 
in the couniXy bad been collected ; a levy of 
£,000 me^ ^hieh had been- ordered sin<>e the"^ 
month of February, had reinforced the national 
troops. A part only of tke hussars and heavy 
cavalry, namely, of the regiment of cuirassiers of 
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tJie guMd, and the negimeiit of Zastrow, wtueb 
had foefose been- recalled from Piolandj wims qW'^ 
toned in tiie B^ighhouibdad jof the capitai, where 
the latter had arrived woce the 26th of February. 
Some detachments advanced zb fex ba Bautzen^ 
in order to forai corpa of obaenration at that 
place. One remained at Dresden ; the rest fol- 
lowed the Ki^g to Plauea. 

Several^ys had elapsed « these preludes of se- 
rious oecurrences, when, on ike 7th of March, the 
genersd of division Regnier, who for t^i days past 
had been ^leampedon the left hank of the Spree, 
arrived at Dresden with his staff. The foUowioi; 
day, at the moment when the Russians were occu- 
pying <tie towps of Lusatia, Guben, Sorau, *an.d 
Iiapban,liis division entesed the capital. Om p^rt 
was dispersed in the neighbouring villi^^ oa the 
left bank of the Elbe ; another, in the new town, 
where many of the houses were obliged each to 
BupfUy quarters fcnr eighty men. The diyii^on 
above-mentioned then consisted only of Frenoh 
-and.Satsons, amounting at most to 3,500 men ; th^ 
general in chief had sent about 1,400 Bavarta^^, 
^united to his corps, under the command of Ge- 
neral de Rechberg, beforehand, to Koenig^bxuQjIc, 
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to defend tlie bridge of Meissen. These troops 
had arrived on the 3rd of March. The division 
of Saxon cavalry which General Liebenau direct- 
ed, independent cf Regaier» at the same time 
again assembled at Dresden. 

The French general appeared determined to 
defend the two points o£ passjagje.over the Upper 
Elbe, although l^eissen was unprovided with 
means of defence, and the greaiter part of the 
fortifications of the capital were destroyed. The 
following day, after his arrival, preparations 
were made for defending the import^int points of 
passage hear Dresden. ^ 

The genial in chief visited the eavif^pns of the 
new town whidi had been surrounded on- AU,^i4/es 
by palisades. Artillery had been placed upon 
the walls of the old, for the purpose of command- 
ing the bridge and the right bank of the river. 
All the carriages also had been previously con- 
veyed to thel left bank of the Lower Elbe. A part 
of those carriages, small boats aiftl rafts which 
the owners had not concealed, had been transports 
ed to the right bank, proceeding up the river from 
Meissen. The remainder had been sunk upon 
the spot. On the ninth of March, at the moment 
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when the viceroy of Italy, with the main artny 
of the French, arrived in the plains of L^psic, the 
French ambassador quitted Dresden tq follow tlie 
King to Plauen. In the iEtftemoon of that day, 
the French began to take up the pavement over 
the fourth pier of the bridge near the right bank 
of the Elbe. An uneasiness was now entertained 
relative to the fate of the bridge, that celebrated 
monument and ornament of the capital. Many 
of the inhabitants comforted themselves in the 
hope, that the sole intention of the French was to 
secure it by palisades, and to erect a platform 
for a battery upon it, in order to defend the pas- 
sage ; others suspected the destructive design 
of blowing up some arches of this noble work. 
Immediately they began to remove from the 
hospitals, the sick soldiers who had hardly en- 
joyed a few days of repose, in order to transfer 
them to the old town on the right bank of the 
Elbe : which circumstance seemed to give still 
greater ground for the apprehension of seeing 
the two parts of the city which were so inti- 
mately united, shortly separated, and the inha- 
bitants reduced to the most cruel extremities 
by the attempt of vigorously defending the place. 
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The next moriiiDg an unexpected oednrrence 
gkve vent to tiw sentiilientd of aneasineBsi which 
pervaded apart of the iQhabitaDt8i«^0enfimeiits 
kept alive by an opitiion that the French power 
had declined pa»t all poMible recovery. 

A Saxon hudi^ar and a drunken French soldier 
fell to quarrelling upon the bridge, at no great 
distance from the spot where the pavement had 
been taken up, and where a crowd had collected 
from curiosity since the preceding evening, with- 
out however daring to venture any thing but 
slight murmurs^ confining themselves to the ex-* 
ptession of their uneasmess. The two f^ddieta 
who were disputing came at length to blows> and 
the people took with great clamour the part of 
the Saxon hussar. A French officer, who waa 
pasMing^ thtust himself through the crowd to learn 
the cause oi the disturbance, and send off the 
drunken soldier, whom they were ill-treating. 
The fiirious mob then turned against the officer, 
abusing and insulting him until the city-guard 
came to separate them, and removed the sol- 
diers who had been the cause of the disorder. 

In the mean time the works at the bridge 
were prosecuted with activity, and the workmen 
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fMroteeted by die gnanft b^gu^ ta dig d^qper o» 
fte 9ito €kf the pier. Spectator, the numbei^ oi 
whom waa contumally mcreafling, asaembled in 
the afitemooQ at tiie entranee ef the bridge : at 
first they ocmtented themselves with eodeavonr* 
iog 4x> aimay the voifanen; they hid their 
rofes, they entangled the cord whieh was stretchr 
ed across the way ; they tried to ca mfase . 
Aem in their oekulatioBS. The Saxcm officers, 
who eodeavonred to disperse the groups \pshkk 
isQpeded the works, were disregasdedt At last 
the boldest ventured deddedly to oppose tkeiis 
pfoseeutiaii. They snatched the spade uid the 
pick-axe fkiai the haiid» oi the w<»rkmen ; -&e 
sentinels weare driven bapk, and a French officer, 
iidie drew his sword Y)n some of the not&n^ 
would ha,ve fidlowed his Takda to the bottom of 
the Elbe where it was thrown, if some prudent 
spec^tors and the ctty-guard, which came up, 
had n^ snatched lum from the hands of the in- 
iuiiated populace. The bridge, the square situr 
ated between i^ and the royal palace, the neighs- 
bcMiriag street in which General Regnier resided, 
were filled with* accomplices in the disturbance, 
or p^fsims collected by cufiosity. This tfimultuous 
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mob ran up and dowa^ ami .the iilpulse became 
moise alarming ^ when HSie workmen appeared 
about to:psoceed ynik theif labouri^. In vam did 
the Siaxon officers ^ndea^i^r to : traaquiUize this 
ungoviernable aasembly./. From the midistiofthe: 
mob was heard!; from time to time the exelafcoAr' 
tion,T*- r*^ Out i with the French," wfaoeh waa^m-^ 
peated in chorus by the x^rowd^ Every Fisenoh^ 
niantwho apprared was at least insulted* >i iThei 
^ty-guaid which was momitiMl in^Aheneigbbourt: 
hood was several times, in vain,! invited^tO'tahe' 
a pairt'in^ the insurrection; . i ' i ti* 

/ Inithe mean time thit Saxon in&ntry h«d asaem^ 
bL^dm the jsqusTO between the 'caldiolictx^hiiroh 
and t^e bridge^ ^Ssitrang detachments of. Saxon: 
ciiirassiefs and of {fefae momited burgbei^'guaiidt 
pig^t»okd the bridge and:the^ neighbouring slireetE^ 
to (disperse, the ric^ers*' The drums bent in the* 
new town, and *the French garrison appeare4' 
under, arms, in the nmn street leading 4o.the: 
briidg^^ By these measures the disturbance, 
was suppressed by degrees, especially when« 
it I .appeared:!, that the excavation, r which bad 
caused ^p much . alarm, was discontinued. But 
at the approach of Qight the insurreotion agdn 
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broke otit. The alarming cry of •• Out with 
&e French; Out with Regnier," was re-echoed 
on the square. near the bridge. A detachment 
of French infantry which endeavoured to make 
its way from the new town to the other side of 
the Elbe, was unable to penetrate through the furi- 
ous mob wisich rushed upon the bridge to meet it, 
and> ddubtiess, the French soldiers had receired 
no- orders to emfdoy force. At tiie same time 
aftotbdr band presumed to throw stones at Ae 
i?9Midows;of the king's palace^ and ^e chateau of 
the Briihl, where the French generaUnrchief re- 
sidc^.^/'nte crowd assembled round those palaces 
tin the moment wlien the etty cavalry and inftm- 
itfis^eteA on the aTsnues of the streets. Every 
tfaiifg wai^ tranquil in the new town where the 
Brraidlr troops: remained under arms in tihe 
stiieetSi The damour of sedition was still kept 
ujp around them until about ten o'clock, when 
at length the crowd dispersed without commit- 
ting any ^fiirtber violence. During the whole 
ni^tv strong patroles' of the garrison and of the 
ciric guard on horseback traversed the city, and 
a gmat part oflhe g!arr»)n remained stationed in 
theiJBtfeets of tfaenew town* 



The Ffenck g€«araU without derogatsag from 
his dignity, sbewed on this oecawvi a vel^y parur 
deirt. degree of moderation and indidg^Kie. I>ii^ 
zing the whole tifiae of ih^ di^tnrb^c^i bardly 
a sabre was drawn, or a musket diKiMa:g€K}» 
al&o%igh the use of wbtary severity was &fi- 
quQBtly provd^ed* Thiis general had also the 
satis&etion of seeing e^en the Sa^on inilit^ry» 
under his commands exert themselYea against tbQ 
licentious proceedings of tba-sPapulaee ; wd of 
hearing the soldiers theioselyea esidaim against 
them, saying that h« had not deserved si^i 
conduct at their bands* 

The next nH>rning some deputies of tho city 
coundl and eminent citizens repaired to the^genfii*^ 
ral in chief, in order to assure him how muoh 
they, were afflicted at what had passed on th^ 
Receding day. He recmod them with a calm 
gravity, and insisted that they should try the au*- 
thors of the sediticm according to the lavrs, withr 
out which, he said, that he should be obliged to 
appoint a military commissioii to punish the 
guilty> Some individuals, therefore, who had 
rendered themselves conspicuous as active abet*^ 
tors of the tumult, were arrested and coi^iied in 
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the fortress of Koenigateia, wkere they remamed 
till the following month ; when> at the desire ot 
Oenenil Blseher^ they were restored to liberty. 
On &e same day, the lltfa Mardi, a public notice 
was issued by the Immiediatc Commisgim, by 
which the mhabitants were rennnded that the 
King oa his departure, had adnumisfaed thean to 
remam tranquil, at the same time the provisimis 
of an old law, against seditions and coounotiaiis 
were cited, which Jiureatened the ring-leaders of 
a distuf banco with the sword and the wheel *. It 
was at the same time anoounced that the mear 
rares taken for the security of the city by the 
works at the bridge woidd be deferred, and that 
they would not be resumed^ but in case of the 
most pressing necessity ; finally, that such acts 
as should again disturb the public peace, might be 
attended with the most melancholy consequencM 
to the general welfare of the city. The council 
of the city, assuming the same tone, confined 
itself to tranquillizing the inl^bitants by its ex- 
hortations I . Nothing farther disturbed the pub- 
Ik peace. The excavation made in the bridge 
remaii^, indeed, in charge of the guard, and 
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sumoQiitled by pah»ades> but the works wert 
«us|ytoded. 

On the nth of ' March, in the afitemooii, the 
news was suddenly, spread, thai the lUissians 
were ajpproachlng,^ wha had already, two day* 
b^ore, ' made incursions as ^r a^ the neighboup^ 
hood of KxBnigsbruck. They were notteore than 
tvm leagues distant, and advanced by the Berlin 
road. Immedmtely erery thing was in a bustle, 
the shops were shut up, the drum assembled the 
troojJs, w^ had issued out of the gate of the 
hew town, and in front of which they drew up. 
Strong parties of cavalry, and light infantry adr 
vahcfed-upon the woody heights, which extend to 
the borth^east of the city, and along which is the 
course of the military road. The French generdl 
himself repaired, with his suite, into the plain which 
surrounds the new town, as far as the most ad- 
vanced posts. But every thing remained quieti and, 
at the approach of night, the garrison returned to 
the new town, where they bivouacked in the 
streets. 

While all this was passing, the inhabitants of 
the capital became extremely uneasy ; they had 
been informed that Marshal Davoust, Prince of 
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fiokmiybJ> had arrived at Meispen, with his divip 
sion, about 12,000 'strong*. Some days before 
the Bavarian general, de Rechberg, by order 
of Gottiit Regnier, had made dispositionB^ which 
announced that the bridge over the Elbe, w/ould 
be burnt At the requeet of the council of the 
citij,M waa grants, that at the approach of 
4heiHua$iaa89 the small wooden ardLonly should 
be^^etion fire, and preparations were. made to 
9ReK9Rt(1liheJaaines from spreading. Buti on the 
^Mrn(al.ejr thci Piriuce of Eckmuhl, he immediately 
^ve/or^ci^.j^hat the Inridge should be consumed; 
HI of^i^ to render the passage of the epemy over 
,|hfi,^Y^r more difficult. At midnight, on the 12th 
^flf ]yf arch, the* flames were seen to arise, .which 
i^OosumiBd this bridge, constructed with. much 
(\^i a spectacle at once dreadful and sublime t* 
s^^ly in the morning of the following day^ the 
(Marshal quitted the town, to proceed up the. right 
bank of the river, above Dresden, whilst the Ba- 
varians occupied the left bank below Meissen ;

On die aame day Dnvoast entered Dneden 
with liis dinrbion^ ImoQiediftteiy on his amnrval, 
the prepamitioM of defence npom the bridgie, and 
in die new town, were resunied with ib^esh aetit* 
vity.

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elegsmt ladies. Tbe Kiag^ of Pros^iia also cansed 
the royal garden belonging to the palace of 
Racknitz, which he inhabited, to be thrown open, 
when he understood that the gates of the public 
walk, opposite his windows, had b^en closed on 
his account. He was several times seen walking 
in the garden, with a book in his hand, or con- 
versing with his olficers, in the midst of the 
crowd. Even tbe little garden situated imme- 
diately at the back of the palace, was always 
open. On the 29th, when the Emperor dined 
with the King, the people were not only allowed 
to approach, but seats were placed for their ac- 
/ commodation. 

The news, however, soon arrived, that theFrench 
armies were debouching by the defiles of Thurin- 
gia ; and when the Emperor returned on the 28tii 
fromTceptitz, from a short visit which he bad paid to 
his sister, the Hereditary Duchess of Saxe Wei- 
mar, preparations were made for his departure. 
The greater part of the Russian army began its 
march the same day. On the 29th> at mid* 
night, the Emperor himself set out, and took his 
road through Nossen and Altenberg. At eight 
o'clock the next morning, the King c^ Prassiafd^ 
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lowed him ; a part of the Russian and Prassian 
guard remained at Dresden. Sentinels were 
still posted at the doors of the palaces which 
the monarchs had inhabited, and it was reported 
that they would return in a few days. The in- 
habitants of Dresden awaited with impatience 
Uie issue of the contest, which was about to take 
place in their view. 
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CHAPTER II. 

Retreat of the main body of the Allied Troops from the 
Elbe. — Activity of Napoleon in restoring the interrupted 
passage of the river, — Skirmishes in Dresden and its Neigh- 
bourhood, between the Russian Rear-guard and the French, 
— The King of Saxony returns to his Capital, — Napoleon sets 
out towards Bautzen.^^Miserable situation of Dresden, as 
receptacle of the Wounded, — Devastation of the surround- 
ing Country, — False report concerning Napoleon, — Here- 
turns, and takes up his residetu^e in Dresden, during the 
Armistice, 

1 HE works which the Allies had been con- 
structing on the Elbe, from the beginning of 
April, could not occasion the apprehension of an ob- 
stinate resistance, in case of their retreat, for they 
had no other object than to prevent the passage 
of the river; the bridge of boats, established 
above Dresden, at a short distance from Blase- 
witz, had been furnished with a tite-depont on 
the left bank, composed of six redoubts, which 
reciprocally covered each other. Upon the 
heights, near Meissen, and on the left bank of 
the river, three intrenchments had also been 
formed, strengthened with block houses. What- 
ever might be the result of the united efforts of 
the Allies, the inhabitants of the capital had still 
the expectation of being obliged to support all 
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the burthens imposed upon a city placed in the 
line of military operations, until victory might 
chance to conduct the combined armies to the 
southern frontier of Germany. 

Public rumours now announced the arrival of 
fresh Russian troops, intend«d to form a rear- 
guard upon the Elbe ; and immediately, after the 
breaking up of the head-quarters, every prepara- 
tion had been made to receive the sick* and 
wounded ; and the householders, with tbeir 
lodgers, were constrained to supply the neces- 
sary accommodations for the purpose. 

On the 3rd of May, the rumour of a complete 
victory, gained by the Prussians, in the plain bc^ 
tween Weissenfels and Naumbourg, created some 
momentary diversion of the uneasiness which pi'e^ 
vailed. The report remainedcurrent the whole day, 
however, without acquiring any confirmation by 
later accounts. The relation of a traveller, who 
announced, that, on the 2nd of May, t^e French 
were at Leipsic, gave birth to fresh alarms, 
which were not entirely dissipated by the assur- 
ances of a Rasaian officer, w^o had left the 
head-quarters on the 1st of May, that the Em- 
peror had pilblicly announced to his troope, the 
victory gained by the Prussians. On the follow- 
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mg morning the inhabitants were informed, by a 
placard, that offidal news had arrived of a bloody 
battle, fbiigM on the 2nd of May, between Leip- 
sic and Weissenfels, in which the Allies had re- 
mained jDQafiters of the field ; a few hours after, a 
letter (from an '^ffiner, belonging to one of Blu- 
chers corps, was posted up, which, however, 
gave no'satisfactory information ; presently after, 
another placard, under this letter, announced, 
Ihttt, on the 3rd of May, the French had again 
kft Leq>sic. Towards noon the baggage of the 
Prussian princes re-entered Dresden; and, some 
'faoiini' after, the King of Prussia himself returned; 
be :W!as foUowed by several waggon4oad8 of 
iwounded and separate detachments; among 
others, by the Prussian volunteers, who had shed 
their blood at the important affair of Lutzen. A 
fresh requisitiun was made for the necessary ar- 
ticles for etablidiing an ho^italforthe officers, and 
their supply was urgently pressed. The report 
of a victory was still kept up ; but it was added, 
<hat it had been dearly bought by the Allies, par* 
Aieiilarly by the Prussians. At nighit-&ll, the £m* 
fiercer of Russia also arrived, and immediately re* 
'.paired to the King; hiaeeitme air, and some en- 
•onvaging words, which 4ie addcesaod to the

On the 6th of May^ indeed, some cannon ha^^ 
been planted not far from the bridge, to celebrate, 
as was said, the victory by salutes of artillery,, 
Ind tickets of admission were distrifoujted for ^a 
religious ceremony in the Russian chamel j buf 
tk^ soleatnity did not take ip]^Qe^ a^d an^pffifud 
report concerning the militaw events wm 
vi^nly expeo^d. The hospitals were p^P^rj 
although soldiers dangerously, wounded .alon^ 
were admitted; those but slightly hurt, ^N^ 
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li^ifaft^'id'sotfie other place, or quartered on llie 
(Minmi. Pot the space of three days, the tranff- 
j^rtfitieh bf these unfortunate victims of war, was 
mc^fiiiHiiitly carried on ; the most considerable of 
these convoys arrived on the fifth : the Emperor 
i^^^cing to meet it, stopped several times to 
iipeak to the wounded; the interest he seemed 
ibiakeiii their, sufferings, appeared to alleviate 
jlliein. The sight of the wounded Prussians 
^i^ iiMeed most' afflicting. Since the day of 
tl^ Sngietgement^Hhey had not enjoyed a moment's 
rest/ tiere ihight be seen a brave warrior, for- 
l^tfui of his own sufferings, deploring the death 
oihist^mrade; there andther, regardless of his 
wounos, accusing fate for having refused victory 
lo valour. There was not a single man but had' 
determined to shed the last drop of his blood in 
the cause. ^^The stroke has not touched the 
hwrt!" exclaimed several of the wounded : and 
whil(st still enveloped in bandages, returned to* 
their ran¥s. 

On the 6th x>f May/ a preliminary Prussian 
accoulit appeared concerning the battle of Gros- 
Ocbr^hen ; with a relation, written in French, dated

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Prom that moment, Dresden became the centre 
of all the moveitientsof the French army, and the 
key to its positions in Saxony. It was converted 
into an intrenched camp, provided with a garrison < 
sufficiently numerous, and having for its barriers, 
on either side of the river, Koenifstein and Lili- 
enstein, it might oppose a vigorous resistance to 
every hostile, undertaking of the enemy. After the 
departure of Napoleon, the works on the fortifica^ 
tiofns were coirtinued with the greatest activity, 
espectaUy those bn the left bank, on the Pima and 
l^^eyberg roads* Draw-bridges were constructed 
before ^ inner gates of the city, the outlets of 
sraae streets towards the half-^demolished ram- 
parts, on the left of the Wilsdruf-gate, were 
closed wkh palisades. The inhabitants of seve- 
ral houses situated in the line of the rampart, 
near tbe Wilsdruf and Pima gates, and near See- 
thoor, were obliged to quit them, and they were 
converted jpto small forts. A commandant was 
appointed to each suburb. 

Whilst these preparations for defence were mak- 
ing at Dresden, a new army, well equipped, under 
the command of General Vandamme, about 40,000 
strong, composed for the greater part of infejsttry, 
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and fumi&hed witK a numerous artillery, 'Was crdss^ 
ing the Elbe, from the 17tJitothel9thof Augosfr, 
and repaired to the theatre of war ; it axtii^d oil 
the Lower Elbe, and having passed over to 1^ 
right bank, approached the frontiers of Boheinia; 
Ea<Jh af its divisions took tip their station success 
sively in the wood of Dresden, where the barraoks^ 
abandoiied by the troops who hlid gone forward^ 
were still in existence* Thfe first divkifioti thAt 
had arrivfedgave place to-thatwhicblbUowed^ and

Thousands of dead, belonging to the most warlike 
nations of Europe^ strewed the plain where the 
battle had been sustained mMi obstinate fnry i 
many of these bodies were half naked, or oom* 
pletely str^>t ; several were lacerated with faid«- 
ous wounds, crushed under the wheels of cannon 
and x^arriages ; the ditches and the miry pools 
were filled with men and horses. In no part ^n^re 
the dead in greater number than near the garden 
of Mockzinski, before the Falcon barrier, in the 
great garden^ near the little chateau, and the 
mills, before the gate of Loebtau. According to 
' custom,, the killed on the French side had been 
buried, especially iA the quarter nearest to th6 
city; the heaps of earth newly thrown up, and 
the limbs protruding from the shallow graves, 
alone pointed out the ravages that death had made 
in their ranks. French soldiers and common 
prostitutes stole to the field of battle, and snatch- 
ed from the bodies, yet reeking with blood, a piece 
of clothing, or searched for money and watches. 
Old and young, were strolling about to pick up 
bullets and arms, dispersed in frightful disorder 
upon the scene of action, in the midst of the wreck 
of carnages and ammunition-waggons that had 
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beefi blown up. AH the neighbouring villages had 
8uflfeired from fire or pillage ; every thing that had 

* escaped the fui^ of the retreatlhg- array Was 
^uhd^red or laid waste by the Ffcnch in the 
p^rsilit^ Full sheaves of com, that had been 

^snatfeh^d ftowt the barns, in order to form beds

Although the efforts of the 
Allies had not, at that period, been rewarded Mrith 
decisive success, the clear-sighted observer al« 
ready might remark a striking change in Napo* 
leon s operations. This leader, accustomed as he

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Pieschen, in the plain, and on the road to Meissen, 
numerous battalions were encamped, beneath 
huts, composed of planks, straw and leaves. All 
the villages were filled with the unruly and ma- 
rauding soldiery, heaped, from the number of 
fifty to a hundred, in the smallest cabins. The 
bams and houses were pulled to pieces that 
were in the line of defence, or in the neighbour- 
hood of places where fuel for the bivouacs, and 
planks for the huts, were wanted. Even houses- 
hold utensils were carried off, and became a 
prey to the flames ; neither the cemetery of Neu- 
st^dt, nor the sepulchres in the neighbourhood of 
the camp, were spared. The crosses on the 
graves were burned, the graves themselves were 
ransacked, the wooden coffins were thrown into 
the bivouac fires, the bodies were stripped of 
their shrouds, which, with the crowns of artificial 
flowers and of tinsel, that had been found in the 
tombs, were sold by the soldiers in the city ♦. 
The remnant of the stores of winter became the 
prey of these famished warriors, who scoured

the country far and near, in order to collect po- 
tatoes and fruits, of which they retailed a part 
in Dresden. The holes in which the country 
people had buried several articles, were soon 
discovered, by the sagacity of the soldiers, whose 
researches, continued with avidity, deprived the 
poor inhabitants of the last wreck of their pro- 
perty. The irregular means employed to obtain 
forage were not less oppressive ; and those for 
procuring all sorts of provisions, in general^ were 
so disastrous, that, from the 31st of August, the 
French authorities shewed a disposition to cor- 
rect them, by a regulation, which was not, how- 
ever, made public until the middle of September, 
and vy^hich, on the whole, could produce but little 
effect, for the selfishness and bad example of the 
o$cers themselves made too much progress. The 
soldiers* rations had already, for some weeks, been 
diminished. Distributions of meat seldom took 
place, and the soldier was constrained to subsist on 
a pillage, which he could only practise in the coun- 
try, and in the cottages of the peasantry. The 
warlike stores appeared to experience a similar di- 
minution; and^ indeed, for the purpose of prevent- 
ing a deficiency of these or from an uneasy pre-

The guards broko up from their camp on theui^t 
of the 6th, and the following mornings after w^ 
o'clock.

Upon the rigiy bas^ of liie Elbe, an iatorvaliol' 
repose succeeded the action; in tiie mean time 
the intrenehment?, defending t&0 outlets'^ the ' 
city, were vigorously makitained^ andanumeriiUi') 
division of infantry wa» poirted upoa theiforkige' 
of Priessnitz, defended by a fortified* enolosiim^ ' 
But the report of an approaching^ evacualidn^f 
the intrencfaments was agaii% cireulatedy' witoy 
preparations were made for spihihg^the-actilkH^/ 
the greaterpart of which belonged tothe S4KQi»Br 
and Westphalians. In the mean time the Miim 
were advancing upon the left bank, towards Dohn^ 
near the city. The division of Genepal^Bonrng^ 
sen advanced, without > meeting with any^ ob->^^ 
stacle^ and almost unobserv|[| by the French, 
behind the heights of RoeoloutK' and Plaueik, be^ 
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yxmd tfoMeiiy upon Leipsic. The F^rach en- 
camped between Geisshubel and Dr^den^ 
having been dispersed, were repulsed towards 
tite capital. " On the 10th of October, a. brisk 
cannonade took place in tite neighbourhood of 
Sedlits, and in the evening the French broke up 
from the plain, to retires upon RoBcknitz; but as, 
on the following day, the Russians directed an 
attack against Zschernit^, the French set fire to 
their huts of straw upon the heights of Rcecknitz; 
and^ at the same time, the village of Gruma, be- 
hind the great garden, appeared enveloped in 
flames. A division, commanded by Generals 
Tolstoy, Ivanoff, and Markoff, about 16,000 
strong, which Bennigsen had left in the rear, 
took up its quarters on the heights to the south 
of the city. On ^le 12th, the French were 
posted near them, in the village of Loebtau, 
the great garden, the Moczinski garden, and the 
redoubts. A very brisk engagement was com- 
mence in this semi-circte. On the 13th particu- 
larl jT) a smart action took place between the bar« 
riers of Dohna and Freyberg, although only a 
part of the Russians^ere engaged, who occupied 
the two oamps near Dcelt^hen and Roecknitz.

On the 15th of October the ipciost remarkabji^ 
action took place. Marshal St. Cyr quitted Dres- 
den, and advanced, at the head of fpur divisions, 
to attack General Tolstoy, upon the hj&ights of 
Rcecknitz and Zschernitz, who had but few troops 
of the line, but who numbered in his ranks, be- 
sides a strong division of the landwchr, a vast 
number of Cossacks, Baskirs, and Calmujcks. 
Some intrenchments had been thrown up upon 
these heights. Count Ix)bau, about ten o'clock 
in the morning, issued out of the great garden, 
and debouched upon Breslau, towards Z^he^iitz. 
Shortly after General Claparede advanced from 
the Moczinski garden upon Roec^nitz ; and, at the 
same time General M puton-Duv^m^t left the sub^^b 
of Wilsdruf, to advance towards the heights ^pf 
Plauen. Towards eleven o'clock the French weye 
in possession of the villages upon which the?^ 
forps d'armie were directed ; but during the night 
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Cteiiehil BM^\, with Ms division, iiiras detactteS 
beyond G»Mte; aci*dsi the hollow way of Plaufeii; 
to^A^rd^ the like Gitter, in order to turn the^ left 
wing^df the Kussiahs. The RAssiian getierifl inadi 
some finiiWIess efforts to maintain his position oti 
the heights; and when, during the potion,' lie 
perceived that the project of turning the Russian 
force had succeeded, he withdrew' about noon 
through the defiles of Mokritz and Noethnitz, 
where the engagement was very bloody, towards 
0ohna, under protection pf his cavalry. Six 
field-pieces, that 'were abandoned in the hollow 
way, fell into the hands of the French, with about 
a hundred Russian prisoners, which were fol- 
lowed the next day, by two hundred others, and 
transported into the city, where they were lodged 
in the new market-place^ 

St. Cyr established his head-quarters at Nic-. 
'kern; but, on the 20th, the Russians returned to 
the charge in such superior numbers, that the 
niarshal was forced to retire into the city. On 
the 22nd the French were driven back as far as 
Lockwitz; and, at the same time, the Austrian 
general, C^asteleryAdvanced at the head of 10,000 
men, from Tceplitz, to the neighbourhood of

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towards Meissen. They took advasttage of this 
position to procure stores of forage. About ^e 
eaad of October, a division of the be9ieging army, 
commanded by the Austrian Lieutenant Field 
Marshal Widrunkel, marched through the wood 
of Dresden, upon the heights of Weinsdorf, by 
the side of the Grossenhain road, in order to 
cut off the eomamnicatio& of the French with 
Tot^u. 

Towardsthe middle of October, the communi* 
cations of Dresden with' the neighbourhood were 
entirely cut off. The gates were shut from ten 
to seven in the evening, and opened at nine in the 
morning; a strict order forbad^ the inhabitants 
from venturing to the advanced posts, or U^ 
versing ground which had been tiie scene of 
action. On the right bank of the Elbe, befiira 
the retreat of the French division, the bams worn 
emptied ; and on the left, every thing within 
reach was plundered and earned off. AUl the 
villages were deserted, the habitations of the pear 
santry were roofless, without furniture, wilitout 
doors, all had been used for litters, or ooosumed 
in the fires of the bivouac. The wrock of tha 
houses beeattie the pvey of |he seidiewi the poo- 
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disce ei the autumn, cabbagefi and potatoefl^'^ertt 
eaten nearly raw. The pillaging bandd wMmA 
the country, following the direction of the >t]iap, 
protected by artillery, and a num^ofid ibody^itf 
infantry aikl cayalry ; they oft^i were feftiBted by

Octtobep^ .VKben the troops, coming up like a tor- 
rfi|t^ sashed to the barriers^ knocked with fury at 
tiie diQMSi in the suburbs, threatened to break <tfae 
windowS) and finally took possession of the houses. 
But a small number of the inhabitants could e^en 
think of supplying themselves with provisions. 
The traffic on the river v^ras entirely annihilated; 
•boats fiieighted vnth merchandise were replaced 
biy boats laden only with the wounded and the 
dying. The long previous stoppage of the outlet 
ftomBphemia, reduced the inhabitants of the city 
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to subsist fipoti tbe produce of the neighbouriiiif 
country that had been so often pillaged, the dtOBoes 
of meal had failed ever since the mills had been 
solely employed for die French military bake^ 
house, and' since the besiegers had cut off the re^~ 
sources of the valley of Weiseritz fironi the towm: 
The want of salt fartfaeor increased the dearth ; 
for some months it had been impossible to procura 
any from the salt nunes by way of the Elbe. The 
Frendi had seized on all the stores of salt to eui^ 
meat; the soldiers and the inhabitants were ob- 
limped to supply the defik^iency wi& gunpowder, of 
which diere was no scarcity. The commissa* 
ries belonging to the French constrained eveny 
person who came to buy rice of them, to take somef 
of their powder, prepared with very bad saltpetre 
which consequently possessed* but a small degree 
of salme property. 

Every shopkeeper having been obliged' to de- 
posit his store of rice in the magazines^ none was 
to be procured elsewhere. Chi the approach of 
winter fuel lalso became more scarce ; ib had been 
wasted during the summer^ and* the stock which 
bad been brought in the spring by means of the 
Elbe, from Uie foresta of I^usatia, had remained at 
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tbe places of lading, for want of meaaa to trans* 
port it, 4ad security oa the voyage. The floats 
of timber from the Weiseritsi; and the Kirnitscb 
had also failed. The mineral coal which was 
brought from the rich mii^s of Plauen, latterly 
arrived in iMdeqnate qimntities^ The continual 
occupation of the valley of the Weiseritz by the 
iyiies, impeded its extraction from the pits. The 
Cossacks scouring tiie vicinity of the city, cut off 
aenoass to the neighbouring woods.; they seized 
Ofk;some wood'cuttersy smd carried them off to the 
B^isiiiaa Jiead^uacters« The scarcity of fuel was 
sotiiii}i^felt,'«nd so muc)i uneasiaefis was enter': 
tained con^ming its consequences^ that a decree 
ofthe admanistration exempted^ with a few es^ 
ceptions, frMiall taxes for a certain period^ every 
ona^ who should; bmng fiiel to the oapitai. 

At the time of the most pressing. deartih, on the 
28Ai of October an order from the French g^eral 
directed the inhabitants to. provide themselv^ 
with provisions for two months ;. those who could 
not procure any were left at liberty, with a re«* 
commendation to quit the city. The execution of 
this order was the less to be depended ypon# as 
its evidsAlfpurpose was to^imiprisss a belief that a 
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re9oIuti6n had been taken toiitefetid^he plaek td 
the last extremity* Ktdwever, many inhabtt^^ 
determined to quit their unfortunate city ; iBtit the 
besiegers, after having permitted their departure 
for one day, refused all passports and esieorbn 
At the same time an order was isstied for a ^Ae^- 
daration of all the proyisions that could %e!*ftrttall 
in the city; llie inhabitants received. noMce'thsit 
they must give an exact statement of aft iSMr 
stores of grain and meal, butchers' meat,"'^tbtoke^ 
or salted, pulse of all sorts, wine, bnini}j^,'i^nd 
beer. A French and Saxon commissaty'^W^tb 
intrusted with making the inquiry ; heiwe^,^^TOy 
contested themselves with receiving ^ decb&a- 
tion of the^ inhabitants, without ^^l-okieiidS^^ to 
effectual researches.

X HE favourable issue of the battle of Lutzen to 
the French in the early part of the campaign, and 
their subsequent, but evanescent, successes, had 
removed the seat of war from the neighbourhood 
of Leipsic ; but her temporary exemption from 
scenes of blood, devastation, and misery, was 
purchased only by the most oppressive burthens 
of every description. 

The city was converted into a grand depdt of

The plan of the Allies was certainly to fatigue us bj 
painful marches and counter-marches ; but as their vie* 
tories could not biit accelerate the destruction of our 
divisions, by throwing them upon one another, and forcing 
them to concentrate upon an isolated point, it is undoubtedly 
true that every time the enemy's corps retreated, they were 
constrained to do so by the courage of our troops. Blucher 
9nd the other hostile leaders would not voluntarily have re- 
tarded the result of their manoeuvres, and the success of their 
(Combinations. It is to sport with our readers to attribute 
all their retreats to the te^i// alone of the enemy^s generals who 
performed them ; the fact is, they were absolutdy and 
soundly beaten, A false manoeuvre of Vandamme preserved 
Bohemia, on the frontiers of which we had arrived. An 
extraordinary increase of the wafers cff the Bober, deprived 
Macdonald and Lauriston of the fruit of their victories 16 
Silesia, and the whole army of that of the glorious battle 6f 
Dresden.

Description of the Easter Festival, as it was celebrated by 
the Russians at Grossenhain. 

[Extract from No. 18, of the Grossenhain Journal.] 

- On Ae 25th the Russians who arrived on the preceding 
evening, under command of Captain Noponowski, cele* 
brated the Easter festival, in our town, in consequence of 
dispositions made by their chief for that purpose. At a 
quarter before six in the morning, the ringing of bells, 
annouiiced the solemnity ;. the Russian infantry and cavalry 
assembled in the grand square before their captain's quarters 
with their arms and baggage. At six o'clock, the belk 
summoned the assembled crowd into the Temple of the 
Lord, according to the wish of the Russian commandant. 
A detachment of carabineers in their uniform, formed a 
lane in the principal church, the soldiers repaired thither ; 
a cake and a bowl filled with red eggs were cknied before, 
their warlike music resounded, and a crowd of the in- 
habitants accompanied them. When arrived in front of 
the church, they piled their arms and tied up their horses 
before the door, then conducted by the burgomaster, they 
entered tiie sacred precinct with the clangour of trumpets 
and cymbals. The cake was placed upon a table before 
the altar, and the soldiers ranged themselves about 
it. . ' 

The assembled parishioners sung with •an accom- 
paniment the fine Easter Anthem, " Sing hymnp of 
Gladness,** Then a piece of Church music was performed. 
M. Gendiner the Archdeacon took his place before the 
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f^r, and chanted .a fine prayer composed for the occaa^n ; 
he blessed the bread and the eggs : after which he sung the 
Anthem ** Christ is risen/' in the ^Russian laniuage^and 
the choir made their responses. This solenm hymn niade 
a deep impression upon all the Christians of the Or^ek 
church who were present. After the benediction had £een 
pronounced on the Russians^ and they had been sanculled 
by the holy water which was distributed, and with which 
every one sprinkled his face; they quitted the church and 
drew up in military array in two lines before the d)^r : 
the consecrated cake was carried in procession, and. as it 
passed along, each of the fronts fired three rounds. The 
train repaired from the church before the residence, of 
the commandant. There the Russian soldiers again p^ed 
their arms, and the carabineers of the town formed a circle, i% . 
the middleof which, uponatable, was placed, the con^cr^ited^^ 
<;ake, cut into small portions^ and some eggs equally divij|ei|^> 
The soldiers approached one by one to. the frat^riMA ^ast/^ 
each advanced in his turn uncovered and carrying iji^hia:) 
hand a red egg ; he bowed, pronouncing in ih^ Rupsiair^ 
language these words, Christos waskres, ^ Christ^ ia^t'ts^n ;*' 
exchanged the red egg with his captain,. w[ho emb^ced%im 
several times replying, fs tinnoes woskr^, '' Ye4 trul^ he 
is risen." After this salutation, every soldier rieceivml n 
piece of cake and a glass of brandy. When thjey h#^ all 
shsffed in this sacred feast, joy was diffused am^ng tt^m ; 
the Cossacks remounted their horses, traversing ievery^art 
of the town firing off their pistqls. The iiifantry also^^red 
their muskets separately^ and this military diversioQ : V«.» 
continued at intervals till sun-set. :\

Provisionarj/ Austrian Bulletin of the Battle of Dresden. 

' Afti^r the janction'of the Austrian army, with the allied 
Russian and Prussian armies on the right bank of the Elbe 
had been effected, and certain intelligence of Napoleon's 
advance towards Silesia had been obtained, the whole of 
the allied army debouched from Bohemia into Saxony, in 
order to threaten Napoleon's line of communication, and to 
compel him to direct a part of his army upon the left bank 
of the Elbe. This movement deranged his plans. It pro- 
tected the Russiau and Prussian combined army, and that 
which was advancing from the Marquisate of Brandebourg 
into Silesia, against very superior forces, 
". The entrance into Saxony was effected in four columns ; 
that on the extreme left, advanced upon the Commotait 
road ; that on the extreme right, upon the Pima road. 
The last mentioned column made itself master of the in- 
trenched camp of the French near Pima on the aist of 
August ; a bold achievement worthy of the valour- and 
genius of the general of cavalry. Count Wittgenstein, by 
whose order it was executed. The other columns sur- 
mounted every obstacle which they encountered at each 
step among' the steep hills they had to pass over iii their 
march. The courage and perseverance of the army, 
enabled the general-in-chief to make a sudden movement oH 
his right, by means of which he was able to concentrate his 
forces near Dresden on the 25th. 

On the moming of the 26th, the army took up their 
position in the neighbourhod of that city ; on the same day, 
a supported reconnaissance was made, in order to ascertain 
the strength of the enemy near Dresden, atid the extent of 
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die fortifications. All the troops gave unequivocal proof 
of the enthusiasm with iirhtch they were inspired. . 

Several works were carried by assault ; the cannon found 
IB them w«re spiked, and the French wei% driven back oa 
all sides. 

It was reported by the prisoners, that Napoleon had arri- 
iwd a few boars before by forced marches with a pkxt of 
the ararf, which he had caused to advance into Silesi** 

The deposition of the prisoners was soon confirmed; 
for considerable columns, composed in part of the troops 
belonging to the guard, adiranced with jreat impetuosity; 
they bed formed in the town and their intuition was to turn 
tbe position of the Allies* These sortiu encountered} a v^i 
rous resistance on all sides, and the enemy was repulse^ 
with loss to his eiitrendiments. Our army hi the eveding 
resumed the position that it bad (quitted in the morning. 

On the 27th, iu the morning, the enemy partially* at* 
tempted to debouch from Dresden; he briskly attacked dov 
CMEitre, and sustained this attack by demonstraticsis allgiiinst 
our r%ht win^; but his efforts were unsuccessful,^ and thd 
day MW passed in fruitless attempts. , * r ..: /.i.-^. 

The principal object of the allied Armies wa£f attawedi 
Our offoMive demonstratioiis had diverted ilie detig^ itom 
those of our corps, which were separated Irooi dieimna 
army, and whicbnugbt have been overwbdmcd by^nuB^lMsm 
It would have been a most unprofitable atteaqpt to aaiault 
Dresden, where a great part of the Fresch army had jult 
united.

He bad constrained him to abandon a second position 
below GoUembnii; near Obev-Sedlitz, where the diyisiotta 
of Durotie and Ckpar^dtf ^ with a part of Bonnet's corpi

Cyr. These Fsench eonpsv/mn obliged to fall back upon' 
Dnesden, hastily > and in diaovder. 

The^fl6tb was employed in gainn^g information respects 
ing the positiops^and strength of the eoemj, by iiitiand :of 
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reconnaissances made near titeir 6ntfe»cbBient8 ; - in the 
morning, General Kleist succeeded in disloc^tig die Freneli 
from the space of ground called the great garden, situated 
mthoiit^the flttburbs : in coDseqaeaee of this ladvantage;^tb6 
town was approached on several points. 

Before the barrier of Freyberg was a^cAe, defended by 
four pieces of cannon, which; were afterwards dismounted 
by the Austrian artillery* Eield-Marshal Lieutenant 
Count Cdiloredo with his woqjted intrepidity carried an 
outwork by assault, and a similar work near the biirrier'of 
Dippoldiswalde, in spite of the enemy's most vigorous re- 
sistance. The pieces of cannon found therein, aswelt^s 
m others also captured by Count CoUoredo, wefe^or Mie 
greater part spiked. This general lost three horsesin ^e 
%U9tGkf and lieutenant^colonel Schneidner who ruriied like 
a.bero through. a shower. of balls, at the head of thift sec^tfAd- 
battalijcm of. chasseurs peceived twa wounds. ^ Tbe'^es^y 
had in the mean-time, made a sortie on our left wing, "WM^ 
a^nost conra^eous resistance was made byUbe ditifisiK^i of 
Weissenwolf and Metako, who carried Lcebtan by^ tnalA^ 
foroey and ^raintained their adjutage noMthstsfl^ii^^^ttii^ 
most furious attacks of the French.

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our forces to witkdraw to tbe heights near the city, and 
tbey resumed their former position. 

On the 27th, the enemy deployed considerable maraes 
ag^iQSt our left wing, which notwithstanding the eourageoua 
resistance made by the divisions of Biaacbi and CrenevHIei 
were already beginning to lose ground, when the arrival of 
Aloys^Lichtenstein's division renewed the ei^agement. 
Tbe regiments of the Arch-duke Raynier and Luzignan, 
yielding to their ardour, advanced too forward and experienced 
oonsiderable loss.

It is impossible not to lament that so fine and so numerous 

by an inhabitant of the village of Roeckaitz^ who relates, that 
Moreau was on the rainy day of the battle, on horseback by the 
side of the Emperor of Russia, upon a height, directly behind 
the village of Koecknitz, not far from the house of the witness 
when he was struck by a cannon bail, probably fired from ^0Ad 
i>attery. The surgeon of ^ Emperor Alexander, as I am weli 
informed* also mentions the 27th a^ the day on whiph he attend- 
ed the unfortunate general. By other details it is known that 
thelSmpntation was performed on the day he received the wound.'

On the 24th, however, he ad- 
vanced again^ the enemy having fallen back^ which would 
indicate his bringing more forces into Dohemia. The Aus*

longer defend. The vigorous resisitance of the troops un- 
der the command of Prince Wied Runkel frustrated all the 
attacks of Marshal Saint Cyr, who was obliged to return 
to Dresden. His position became desperate ; without pro- 
visions and ammunition^ he beheld himself obliged to propose 
a capitulation to General Klenau, without any invitation on 
our side. In his own proposal of the capitulation he declar- 
ed his corps d^anme prisoners of war^ nevertheless on condi- 
tion that it should return to France, and be allowed again to 
serve against the Allies six months after the signing of the 
capitulation. General Klenau informed him that he had no 
power whatever to accept such unfavourable conditions, and 
he feared to become responsible if he should accept them« 
This rejdy did not prevent Marshal Saint Cyr from reiterat* 
ing propositions, which, as an experienced general, he must 
have foreseai that the General-in-Cbief Prince Schwartzen- 
berg would not accept. By the capitulation signed on the 
Hth,;die French garrison was permitted to return to France, 
on condition that they i^bould notsierve against the Allies for 
m months; it was stipulatiBd th^t they should leave Dresden 
ki six columns on the Ifith and 17tb/ The desire of preserv- 
^ iog the €ity,and of changing the destination of his troops pro- 
bably induced General Klenau to sign a capitulation so con*, 
trary to the positive orders he had pri&viously received from 
th^ Gommander^n-Chief.

My Lord, 

I COULD expatiate with the utmost sattsfactioD on all 
the particulani of the glorious and decisive victories, which 
have been obtained by the pers^ering valour of the Allies, 
iti the neighbourhood of this city, but as these events have 
been ftilly detailed to you by others more competent to the 
tait; I shall spare your Lordship the fatigue of a tale twice 
told. 

1 am, however, enabled to furnish your Lordship with 
^me of the latest information on this subject, contained in 
a communication made to me by Count Metternich this 
evening : by which it appears, that the results of the great 
battles of the 16th, 18th, and 19th, surpass all conception. 
The number of prisoners already taken is more than 40,000 ; 
every hour adds materially to the amount. On the 20th, 
the corps which advanced in pursuit of the enemy took 
ISO pieces of artillery. TLTie whole number of cannon 
taken amounts to 300, and more than 1,000 caissons 
have fallen into the hands of the Allies. The booty taken 
in 'this city is immense. The suburbs of the town, and 
the principal gates, are blocked up with carriages, bag- 
gage-waggons, and equipages of every description. 

It is impossible to form a notion' of the disonlef vdiich 
reigned among the enemy during the flight. Buonaparte 
quitted the town with considerable difficulty, as all the 
principal streets were completely impassable from the dis- 
orderly mass of fugitives. Prince Poniatowski and Marshal ' 
Macdonald finding it impossible to escape, spurred their 
horses and leapt into the Pleisse. The banks of the river 
hebg marshy and difficult of access, Poniatowski was seen

8thy and 5th corps, had his right at Dcelitz, and his left at 
Libertwolkwitz.

The grand Austrian army of Bohemia had Giulay's corps 
opposite Lindenau, a corps at Zwenckaw, and the re^ 
mainder of the army, with the left leaning on Grobera, and 
the right on Naumsdorf.

The result of our different movements in these six days, 
has been 5,000 prisoners, several pieces of cannon, and 
doing much injury to the enemy.

On the 15th, Prince Schwartzenberg, commanding the 
enemy's army, announced in general orders, that the follow- 
ing day the l6th, there would be a general and decisive battle* 
Accordrngly, on the l6th^ at nine in the morning, the grand 
affied army debouched upon ua ; it constantly operaM to 
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extend itself upon its right. At first three krge columns 
were seen marchings one along the river Elster^ against the 
▼iQage of Dcelitz, the second against the village of Wachau, 
and the third against that of Liebertwolkwitz. These three 
columns were preceded by £00 pieces of cannon. The 
Emperor immediately made his dispositions. 
' At ten o'clock the cannonade was most violent, and at 
eleven the'two armies were engaged in the villages of Dce- 
fitz, Wachau, and Liebertwolkwitz . These villages were 
attacked six or seven times ; the enemy was constantly re- 
pulsed, and covered the approaches with his dead. Count 
Lmiriston, with the fifth corps, defended the village on the 
left(Liebertwolkwitz); Prince Poniatowski, with his brave 
Poles, defended the village on the right (Doelitz) ; and the 
Duke of Beliuno defended Wax:hau, 

At noon the sixth attack of the enemy had been repulsed ; 
we were masters of the three villages, and had made 2,000 
prisoners. Nearly at the same moment, the Duke of Taren- 
tum debouched by Holzhausen, marching upon an enemy's 
redoubt, which General Charpentier carried at the pas de 
charge, seizing ^e artillery, and making some prisoners. 

The moment appeared decisive. The Emperor ordered 
the Duke of Ueggio to march upon Wachau with two divi- 
sions of the young guard. He equally directed the Duke 
of Treviso to march against Liebertwolkwitz with two 
other divisions of the young guard, and take possession t^ 
an extensive wood which is upon the left of the village. 
At the same time he caused to be advanced upon the centre, 
a battery of one hundred and fifty pieces of cannon, which 
General Drouet directed. The whole of those dispositions 
had that success which was expected from them. The 
enemy's artiUery \fent to a distance. The enemy retired, 
and the whole field of battle remained in our possession.

The battle of Wacbau diseoncerted all the •eneiiiifh 
projects; bat hisarmy was so nuateffous that be. <faadrfllliii 
resoYirces* He hastily caU«d in, during thenight?^ tbe'. not jis 
M^ich he bad left upon faisline of operationSy and tfaii divisioira 
which remained upon theSaale; and he* pressed 'th^'manoli 
of General Bennigsen^ who was comingup witiii40^000iMien.

Having received information of the arriv'arof these rein- 
forcements, and knowing that the position of the enemy was 
very strong, the Emperbr resolved to draW them nf(6ii Ano- 
ther ground. The 1 8th, attwo o'clock in the mbrning, he 
approached Leipsic within two leagues, and foithed his 
army with the right at Connewiti?, his centre at Pr6bstheyde, 
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wdiAhekftrKt filoetteiite; pltcmg hieKself at cbe mill of 

, The Prinee of the Moskiva^ on liM part^ had placed his 
troops in front of the army of Silesia,- on the Partha ; the 6th 
corps at Schoenfeld, and the dd and 7th along the Partha, at 
Neutschy and at Teckla. Tbe.Puke of Padua, with Gene- 
ral Dombrowski, guarded the position and the suburbs of 
Leipsicy on the road of Halle. At three o'clock in the 
morning, the Bmperor M'as at the village of Lindenau, and 
ordered Genera! Bertrand to march to Lutzen and Weissen- 
fels, to sweep the plain, and' secure the debouches of the

comiptewfied.. - Prisce Poniatoweki^and General Lesol d^*- 
fernhd'the bndge* of Connewitz. The King of Naples, 
.wi|b th0i^«ofps,.was at Probatheydev* and the Duke of 
TdrcDtimft:at'Holehattzen» AU the efforts of the enemy, 
dunnig the day^> against Connewitz and Probstheyde, failed. 
'TberDfibe of Tarentom was out-flanked at Holzbauxea. 
Tke«>Binpei>or' ordered him to take a position at the 
viUi^rof Stoettentz: the cannonade was terrible* The 
Duke, of Castiglione, who defended a wood in the centre, 
maintained himself there the whole of the day. The old guard 
yras dr^wii up in reserve, on a rising ground, in four massy 
columns directed towards tb^ four principal points of attack* 
The Puke of .JReggio was sent to support Prince Ponia- 
towQki ; . and the .Pi^ke. of Treviso to guard the debouches of 
tbe,city.,ofXeip9ic.. Thcprincipal success of the battle 
was,^ ihe'TiHag^ of Probstheyde: the enemy att^kedii 
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four times in considerable force, and foor times iktyw^re 
repulsed with great loss. At five o'clock in the evenitt^ 
the Emperor caused the artillery of the reserve to advance, 
and drove back the fire of the enemy, mho vrtthA-ew to Ibcf 
distance of a league from the field of battle. 

In the mean time, the army of Silesia attacked the snbmb 
of Halle. Ail its attacks, repeated a number of times, 
during the day, failed. It attempted, with the greater pair t 
of its force^ to pass the Partha at Sehoenfeld and St* 
Teckla. Thrice it succeeded in gaining a footing on the 
left bank ; and thrice the Prince of the Moskwa repulsed 
and overthrew it at the point of the bayonet. At three 
o'clock p. m. the victory was our's, as well on this rfde 
against the army of Silesia, as on the side of the Empei^r 
against the grand army. 

But at this instant the Saxon army, infisintry, cavalry, and 
artillery, and the Wurtemberg cavalry, passed over in a b6dy 
to the enemy. Of the Saxon army diere remained oMy 
General Zeschau, the commander-in-chief, and 500 vatti^ 
This act of treason not only caused a vacancy in our ttn^s^ 
but also delivered up to the enemy the important ddioaehe 
confided to the Saxon army, who carried their infamy to 
far as instantly to turn their 40 pieces of cannon against Ae 
division of Durutte. A moment of disorder succeeded^; 
the enemy passed the Partha, and. marched upon ReldnitZy 
which they occupied ; they were now, therefore, only half 
a league from Leipsic. The Emperor sent his horse« 
guards, commanded by General Nansouty, with £0 pieces 
of artillery, to take in flank the troops that were mdvancinf 
along the Partha to attack Leipsic. 

He proceeded in person with a division of the guards 
to the village of Reidnitz. The promptitude of diese 
movements restored order. The village was retaken, and 
the enemy driven to a great distance. The field of battle 
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remaiiied entird^ m our power, and the French army re* 
naiaed victorious in the fieldt of Leipsic as they had in 
those of Wacbau. At night-faU, the fire of our cannoa 
had, at all points, repulsed that of the enemy to the distance 
of a league from the field of battle. The Generals of 
Biviaion Vialand Rochambeau fell gloiioudy. Onr loss on 
this day may be estimated at 4000 men, killed and wound- 
ed;. that of the enemy must have been considerable in the 
estreme. They took no prisoners fix>m us, and we took 
from them 500 men. 

At six in the evening, the Emperor ordered his disposi- 
ticms for the folbwing day ; but at seven o^dock. Generals 
Sorbier and Dulauloy, commanding the artillery of the army 
and of the guards, came to his bivouac to inform him of 
the expenditure of the day : 9^,000 cannon balls had been 
fired. They informed him that the ammunition in reserve 
was exhausted, and that there remained only 16,000 cannon- 
balls ; that this would scarcely sufiice for a cannonade o( 
two hours, after which no ammunition would rsmain for 
ulterior events; that the army had in five days fifed up- 
wards of ££0,000 cannon balls, and that a ftirther supply 
could only be furnished at Magdebtti|; or Erfiirt. This 
state of things rendered necessary a prompt movemeirt upon 
oate of our two largest dep6ts* 

The Bmporor decided for that of Erfurt, for the same 
reason which mduced him to come to Leipsic, to enable 
him to appreciate the defection of Bavaria. 

The Emperor immediately gave orders that the baggage, 
the parks^ and the axtillery should pass the defiles of linde- 
nau ; he gave similar orders with respect to the cavalry, and 
tb» difiierent coq>s of the army; and then repaired Id the 
P,(uasian Hotel, in the suburbs of Leip>ic, where he arrived 
wt, nine , Q'jglock in the evening •

At ni^e o'clock tlie ^:mperor mounted his horse, <ent^6d 

Leipsic^ and paid a visit to the King, He left this iDrince 

at full liberty to dp as he pleased, and nottOfq^uit his dcnaa- 

nions, leaving them to be exposed to that seditious spirit 

which had been fomented amongsl the soldiers, A SaKoo 
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battflltan hni been formed at Dre^ditiiy and joined the ybung 
guard. The Emperor . caused if to be dra\?n up at Leipsic; 
int front of tbe king's palace, toeerte him a$ a guards and 
protect hinftrfnom the first movement of the enemyl ' Haff 
an hourafter, the Emperor repaired to landenan, there to 
Biivait the evacuation of Leipsic, and to see the last tr06pt 
pafis the bridges before pnttmg himself in march. 

Meanwhile the enemy was speedily apprized that the 
greater part of the army had evacuated Leipsic, and that 
there remained there only a strong rear-guard. They bHskly 
attacked die Duke of Tarentum and Prince Poniatowski ; 
they were repeatedly repnlsed ; and, in the' act of defending 
the suburbs, our rear-guard effected its* retreat. But the 
Saxons that had remained in the city fired upon the' troops 
from the ramparts, which obliged them to accelerate their 
vetreat, and occasioned some disorder. , 

■ The Emperor had ordered the engineers to formfougades 
under the grand bridge which is between Leipsic and Lin* 
denau, in order to blow it up at the latest moment; and thus 
to retard the march of the enemy, and give time for our 
baggage to file off. General Diilauloy had intrusted this 
<^eration to Colonel Montfort This colonel instead of re- 
ihaining on the spot to direct it, and to give die signal, Ordered 
a corporal and four sappers to blow up the bridge the instant 
the enemy should appear. The corporal, an ignorantfellow, 
and but ill comprehending the nature of the duty with which 
hte was charged, upon hearing the first shot discharged from 
the ramparts of the city, set fire to the fougades and blew 
up the bridge. A part of tbe army was still on tbe other 
side with a paric of 80 pieces of artillery, and some hundreds 
of \iagg6ns. The advance of this part of the army, who 
were approaching the bridge, seeing it blow up, conceived 
it was in tbe power of the enemy. A C17 of dismay spread 
from rank to rank—** The enemy are close upon rear, and 
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Ib« bridges m» dtstpoyed P' Th«: «n&ttiioate addiert 
diftteiatd, and lAdeavouyedto effect tbeiretc«pela8>ii0dfc«0 
Ibey cottU* The I>iil» ef Tareoliim aramii aemat this 
limr; Comit Lauriftoo^kes foftunate^nMiiidrewDedv Frinte 
PosiiitoDvekiy numntadQn asfwited faoEie> davtedinlo'the 
wi^er^ and appeared do more* The Emperor was sot io^ 
formed of this disaster until it was too late to remedy it» 
In fact, no remedy would have been possible. Colonel 
Montforty and the corporal of Sappers, have been handed 
over to a Court-martial. 

It is impossible as yet to ascertain the losses occasioned 
by this unfortunate event; but they are estimated at 12,000 
men, and several hundred waggons. The disorder which it 
has occasioned in the army has changed the state of affairs. 
The French army, though victorious, is arriving at Erfurt, 
, as a defeated army would have arrived there. It is impossible 
to dei^ribe the regret which the army feels for Prince 
Poniatowski, Count Lauriston, and all the brave men who 
perished in consequence of this fatal event,— We have no 
accounts of General Regnier ; it is not known whether he is 
taken <Nr killed. The profound grief of the Emperor may 
be easily conceived, who sees from inattention to his wide 
dispositions, the results of so many fatigues and labours 
completely vanishing. 

On the 19th the Emperor slept at Markranstaedt, the 
Duke of Reggio remained at Lindenau, On the 20th the 
Emperor passed the Saale at Weissenfels. On the 21st the 
army passed the Unstrut at Freyburg ; General Bertrand 
took a position upon the heights of Coesen. On the 22d 
the Emperor slept at the village of Ollendorf. On die 25d 
he arrived at Erfurt. The enemy, who had been struck 
with consternation by the battles of the I6th and 18th, has 
from the disaster of the IQth, resumed the courage and» 
ascendency of victory. The French army, after such bril«- 
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limit succeues, bis lost its victorious attitude. We tuine 
fouttd at Erfiirt provisions/ ammmiitiooy clodiing, dl that 
Uie army stood ai need of. The Staff will publish tbe reports 
of th^ different chiefs of die army as to the officers who 
distiognidied themselves in the grand battles of Wachau and 
Leipsk.
